{Article by P. Kala: “Estonia's Foreign Policy Is Not a 
100-Meter Sprint™] 


[Text] The foreign ministries of the Republic of Estonia 
and Great Britain will proceed from the concept of a 
transitional period adopted by our Supreme Soviet as a 
basis for developing future relations between them. This 
was emphasized by EV [Republic of Estonia's} Foreign 
Minister Lennart Meri at the press conference yesterday 
morning held at Toompea that was dedicated to his 
recently completed working visit to London and Paris. 


Our concept of a transitional period is unique in the 
annals of international law. According to the minister, 
however, it was well received in London. Based on this 
concept an agreement was reached, in principle, to 
exchange delegations representing the interests of both 
states, with locations in London and in Tallinn. Estonia 
will also be given an opportunity to use the help of 
British experts in solving problems periaining to inter- 
national law. 


In the course of his visit, Foreign Minister Meri 
explained to the British politicians the need for Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania to join in the Helsinki process. 
Namely, a definitive stand of the Western states sup- 
porting the Baltic states’ participation in the European 
security and cooperation negotiations is bound to have a 
positive effect on our relations with Moscow 


Significant, according to Lennart Meri, is also the fact 
that the British Foreign Ministry, and the British polit- 
ical public were made aware of the necessity to separate 
western economic aid to the Baltic states from that given 
to the Soviet Union. Foreign Minister Meri also 
reminded his audiences in both London and Paris that 
the Soviet Union has no mandate to speak on bahalf of 
the Baltic states. It 1s especially relevant to emphasize 
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this in connection with preparations for the treaty that 1s 
to reduce both conventional arms and the mulitary 


presence in Europe. 


In the course of his visits Lennart Meri also explained to 
the politicians of both Britain and France his under- 
standing of the processes taking place in the Soviet 
Union. The minister said he repudiated the theory of the 
so-calied domino effect that. according to wide-spread 
opinion in the West. would follow afier the Baltic states 


become independent. 


Foreign Minister Meri emphasized repeatedly 
throughout his press conference that achieving indepen- 
dence for Estonia is a process. “Our forcign policy that 
1s, for all practical purposes, restoring the independent 
Republic of Estonia is a process that has begun and that 
will never stop. Today, we are not the same we were 
yesterday, and tomorrow we hope to bx different from 
what we are today.” Lennart Meri said. adding: “In our 
foreign policy, we are not dealing with 100-meter sprint, 
nor with the question of who gets to the finish line first.” 


We know that, last Friday, the Baltic Council resolved 
that an attempt should be made to add a section dealing 
with the Baltic states to the treaty now being prepared for 
lamiting conventional arms in Europe. The prospect that 
this will succeed 1s, in the words of Lennard Meri, 
“infinitely bigger than zero.” Soviet Union's treaties 
with the not-yet unified Germany, and subsequenly with 
the reunified Germany, have caused tensions in Europe 
that are not talked about in the media, but that are there 
nevertheless. Being aware of these tensions, and taking 
advantage of them, is an opportunity that we must seize. 


Lennart Meri said that he had reached an agreement in 
Paris according to which the Foreign Ministry of France 
has turned its full attention to the matter of Baltic states’ 
participation in the CSCE summit talks, and will resolve 
it in a manner acceptable to both itself and to us 
Reportedly, several groups from Estonia will be going to 
Paris. Lennart Meri said that the Foreign Ministry 
welcomes all efforts in this context. Everything we 
Estonians do will advance our cause, provided it 1s done 
in harmony. A ciear line should also be drawn between 
different forms of effort, separating that which 1s 
assigned to the Foreign Ministry, as the entity repre- 
senting the state, from the role of social organizations, 
whose plans and prospects are altogether different,” ihe 
foreign minister added 


Many passions have flared up over the foreign policy of 
Estonia lately. According to the foreign minister, foreign 
policy has become the tool for achieving domestic objec- 
tives. “I have not deemed it necessary, nor do | deem it 
possible to get involved with it. Involvement, in whatever 
form, would mean sacrificing the unity of foreign policy to 
domestic interests,” Lennart Meri emphasized. To the ques- 
tion about Endel Lippmaa’s West-bound activity the min- 
ister replied: “Ende! Lippmaa has been a good fnend of 
mine for SO years. The only thing | need to say im this 
context 1s that someone should give him a compass pointing 
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precisely due north, so that East and West could also be 
determined withthe same degree of precision.

[Interview with Rimainas Smetona. chairman of the 
Lithuanian National Union, by R. Osherov. EKHO 
LITVY correspondent, date not given: “The State 1s the 
Home of the People: A Multi-party System as a Reality”) 


[Text] [Correspondent] The party that you head 1s onc of 
the best known by comparison with other ones that 
existed in pre-war Lithuania.. 


[Smetona] Yes, in fact, as compared to the other partics of 
independent Lithuania, the greatest attention has been paid 
to ours in the course of Lithuania's history, but coverage of 
our activities has been too one-sided. The Umion of Lithua- 
man Nationalists [Soyuz litovskikh tautininkov] originated 
in 1924 from the reorganized National Progress Party 

which had existed from 1916 to 1924. Like all other parties 
in Our Country, the union existed until June 1940. In 1989 
we renewed our activity, we were registered in the Counc! 
of Ministers on 23 February 1990 and in September we held 
a conference, with the nghts of a congress, where a program 
and leading organs were approved. Truc, there are still few 
of us—about 500 persons—and we do not have our own 
press or quarters. Possibly, our somewhat weak popularity 
so far is a consequence of a tendentious presentation of 
histoncal events 


[Correspondent] In the communique from this Sep- 
tember conference it was stated that the resurrected 
organization would continuc the “progressive traditions 
of the party that functioned within Lithuania during 
1924-1940." However, there was a revolution, as well as 
firing-squad executions of Communists, a prohibition of 
activities by parties, and an authoritarian regime 


[Smetona] Facts, of course, remain facts. But, neverthe- 
less, one should not look upon this only from the 
positions of the text books we have been reading for 50 
years. All the very worst has already been sand. Now 1s 
the turn for screntific and historically based evaluations 
of this period. If we recall the Europe of those vears, then 
we will see that a tendency toward authoritananism 1s 
observed in many countnes—why. then, accuse only the 
Baltic republics’? The revolution itself was a bloodless 
one, and its organizers were military. They also chose the 
president. 'dad they then chosen somebody from the 
Christian Democrats—all sins would now be ascribed to 
them. And in general, is it worthwhile laying blame for 
the past on today’s members of our union” Indeed. they 
do not blame the Communists for 1937" 


What has been said. of course. docs not mean that we 
approve everything that took place then and. before 
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calling us fascists or rabid nationalists, 1 1s necessary at 
least to familiarize oneself with our program 


{Correspondent} in my opinion, only one point in 11 ts 
known to a majority of our readers: about the fact that 
only Lithuanians may be members of the union.. 


{Smetona] That same ill-fated fourth point... Only not of 
the program, but of the rules. Right you are. 11 has caused 
many arguments, at the conference as well, but, pro- 
ceeding from tradition, it was decided to retain it. 
However, if 1s necessary to note that, when accepting 
people into the party. we do not check passporis— 
indeed, there are, for example, mixed families and the 
important thing is thal a person consider himself a 
Lithuamian. They reproach us with national exclusive- 
ness. but I do not think that this infringes mghts and 
belitties other peoples. While freedom and the prosperity 
of the Lithuanian people within a democratic State 1s 
proclaimed as our main goal. we still understand that 
peopics of various nationalitics reside within Lithuama 
and the country can be called democratic only when ail 
its citizens are happy. Thus, while wishing the well-being 
of our own people and striving for a free and mch 
Lithuania, we automatically presume the freedom and 
well-being of all its citizens, irrespective of nationality of 
religious belief. All these principles are reflected in the 
program of the Unmon of Lithuaman Nationalists. 


[Correspondent] | would like to know about what you see 
as the most immediate tasks of the union, its participa- 
tron in the political life of the republic under conditions 
of a multi-party system” 


[Smetona] Despite the fact that there are now many 
parties. the main goal of all of them 1s the same— 
achievement of real independence for Lithuania, a res- 
toration of statehood. “The state is the home of the 
people” —thus 't 1s stated in our program. We all want 
our homeland to be a free, flourishing, democratic state 
We see the way to achieving prosperity im economic 
reform, in a trans..von to a market economy. Private 
property +s a natural and inalienable nght of man, and 
his own piece of land 1s not only property and a source of 
means for carstence, but also a spiritual support, a 
guaranice of permanency. a bridge connecting the citizen 
and the state. Therefore, we are for a return of property 
We also believe that social justice must be guaranteed by 
law and be the fundamental criterion of state power. | 
must say that a free market does nol mean economic 
anarchy. We believe that the economy should be man- 
aged, more precisely, corrected. I certainly am noi calling 
for a command-administrative system, but the cxper- 
ence of Germany or England must be taken into consid- 
eration. ~ Neo-conservatism "—this 1s the policy we want 
to adhere to. Together with the Independence LU mon, the 
Democrats Party. and the Christian Democrats, we form 
the radical wing in parhament 


[Correspondent] What 1s your attrtude toward the activities 
of the partres of the left” 
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[Smetona] | have already said that our goals, in principle 
are common ones. In the program, we accent our striving 
for a multi-party system, for democracy. There should be 
both a left wing, and a mght one. Whoever's path to 
building a prosperous State turns out to be the shortest 
one—everyone will be the winner. The English variant or 
the Swedish—I think that this 1s not the main thing. so 
long as it 1s to the benefit of Lithuania and her people 


[Correspondent] So far, you have not said anything 
about the specifics of the Union of Natronalists as a 
national party 


[Smetona] Yes, unconditionally, along with political 
activity, our task 1s to continue and develop the cultural 
traditions of the Lithuanian people. to preserve national 
originality, national spirit. Concern about popular cul- 
ture. the language, customs, the restoration and preser- 
vation of cultural and historical monuments 1s at the 
center of our attention. The establishment of a national 
schooi 1s one of our first-prority tasks 


Incidentally. | will respond once more to those who 
rebuke us for national exclusiveness. Europe, while 
moving toward ever closer cconomic integration, ard 
especially the peoples with small populations. has 
already felt a need for preservation of national origy- 
nality (even such countries as France and Germany are 
talking about the threat of Amernicanization). Indeed. 
every nation 1s unique and to lose even one of them 
would be an wreplaceable loss for all of mankind. The 
preservation of national originality 1s a noble goal. and to 
degrade 11 1s unjust and dishonest 


‘zt the program of the Umon of Lithuaman Nationalists 
(it would be better to call it in Russian the “Litovskry 
nationainiy soyuz” [Lithuaman National Union}). it 1s 
written. “Our people, like any other, 1s the only one in 
the world”

[Interview with Professor Kazimicras Antanavicius 
chairman of the Social Democratic Party of Lithuania, by 
EKHO LITVY correspondent L. Filipavichenc. place and 
date not given: “Democracy Through Personal Freedoms— 
Multiparty System As a Reality”) 


[Text] It 1s a long time now since the concept of mult)- 
party system was just a slogan. Today in Lithuania there 
are eight parties. 14 youth movements, and over 100 
other socropolitical movements. We see an cxplosion of 
politicization, and the spectrum of views m society 1 
quite broad—from extreme mght to extreme left. The 
first party—these were Democrats—was registered in 
December 1989. And ut 1s gradually becoming clear that 
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a normal political system is being formed in Lithuania, 
that the multsparty concept will not turn into the same 
comedy we saw “clections™ or “power of the sovicts™ 
turn into over decades. 


But how does one investigate the “hubbub™ of parties” 
Investigate im order to select one’s course—this 1s the 
topic of interesi, judging from the Ieticrs we have 
received, of many of our readers. Today we begin pub- 
lication of materials describing existing and newly estab- 
lushed parties in the republic, their program principles, 
aims and methods of activity, organizational structures, 
and influence im society. And so. we delve into the 
multiparty system as a reality. 


[Correspondent] How do you relate to the multiparty 
sysiem, esteemed Professor’ 


[Antanavicius] A great deal of time need not be spent on 
proving the progressive nature of this phenomenon. Espe- 
cially since this has been well proven by the autocratic 
history of the CPSU (not from the textbooks. of course, but 
the life of the party itself) and the history of multiparty 
activity mm the Western countnes, which spans hundreds of 
years. From the objective logic of life im the struggle of 
opposing views—the truth emerges. Parties exist also to 
expound people's opimons in organized fashion, the opin- 
sons of like-minded people as we say, to stand up for their 
political and social interests. The palette of political cur- 
rents which has so broadly taken shape today 1s far from our 
misfortune (whatever the conservatives might say}—it 1s a 
way for us to escape the impasse into which the single-party 
system has led society. 


{Correspondent} Today, during the period of formation 
of new parties—primarily those such as the Social Dem- 
ocrats, Democrats, and Christian Democrats, one senses 
a great deal in Common among them externally. Their 
declarations comcide to a great degree. For instance they 
all advocate a democratic state, personal freedoms and. 
ultrmately, the independence of Lithuania. 


{Antanavicius] At the beginning this 1s entirely natural. 
Having obtained the opportunity to speak freely, a great 
deal of what they say comcides. But this period is 
passing. Now cach party is getting down to practical 
policy. Our party 1s engaged in this as well. We are 
drawing up a strategy and tactics for our specific activity 


[Correspondent] And what does this consist of? 


{Antanavicius] You can see it in the program of the Social 
Democratic Party—there 1s nothing more beautiful than the 
concepts it 1s propagating. It is not for nothing that social 
democratic parties are so strong throughout the world. Their 
chief aspiration 1s the creation of democracy through per- 
sonal freedoms. The human individual—educated, free 
through a lack of constraints in his activity—this 1s the hero 
of the Social Democrats. 


[Correspondent] And what are the methods which guide 
the party in attaming personal freedoms and. through 
this, freedom of the state” 
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[Antanavicius] We abhor violence of any kind. We do 
not acknowledge revolutionary methods. Only through 
conviction, elucidation, and reforms will the ideal of 
personal freedoms—and the social democratic ideal 
itselfi—be preserved. After all, another path—the revo- 
lutionary path, ict us say—ieads to nothing shor of 
dictatorship. This has been the assertion of N 
Berdyayev, and we agree with him entirely 


'Correspondent]} All thes sounds good, and even very altrac- 
tive, against the background of our harsh actuality. But how 
¢S your aspirations look im practice with respect to their 
various spheres of application? In the socioeconomic 


sphere, for cxampic... 


[Antanavicius] Probably every inhabitant of Lithuania 
already knows about the steps which have been taken by 
Social Democrats in reforming the economy. Our position 1s 
that economic reform must be mitiated immediately. The 
stability of political life today depends directly upon sta- 
bility of the economy. But clearly we have a long way to go 
before reaching stabilization. As you know, economic 
reform 1s building a road for itself through heated debate in 
the parliament sometimes unjustified by the situation 
There 1s divergence of opimion on the most important 
questions. In its draft economic reform package, the Social 
Democratic Party has strived to proceed from humane, 
personal critena and from the actual state of affairs. Our 


proposals to distribute a portion of the people's general 


assets according to citizens’ length of employment in the 
form of investment vouchers have already been adopted by 


the Supreme Soviet. On the other hand, our party's pro- 
posals in the matter of returning tangible assets to former 
owners has not found support among the deputies. This 1s 
hardly a far-sighted approach. In economics you have to 
proceed from what conditions are—not from what they 
should be. Here we see not ideas being implemented, but 
entirely material things. And these—moncy in the treacury. 
in particular—<can exist or not exsist. In Our present stage, to 
assert the former would be superficial at the least 


But this 1s a drawn-out, painful subject. Let us switch, if 


you do not object, to dealing directly with problems of 
the party 


[Correspondent] But economic reform is today one of 
the major onentations of its functioning. Does the 
Lithuanian government support your proposals’? How 
would you characterize your relations with it? And how 
did you receive the proposal of Prime Minister K 
Prunskiene to become her third deputy” 


[Antanavicius] The economic programs of the government 
and of Social Democrats today comcide with respect to 
questions of privatization, return of the property of former 
owners, and strategy for economic reform 
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The matter regarding the position of deputy prince 
minister ts a Complicated one and depends on a great 
deal. This person must be not just a deputy. but 
chairman of the national privatization council as well 
Questions of economic reform in general musi come to 
him. It ss evident that nesther privatization nor cco- 
nomic reform can be accomplished without special 
empowerment. This council should have the mght to 
independently decide a great many questions—to whom 
imvestment vouchers are distributed. according to what 
critersa, and im what form (for cxample. taking or not 
taking ito account tenure, salary. occupation). There 
will be at least a thousand such questions. If we begin 
discussing them in the Supreme Council or im the gov- 
ernment, forward progress will be infinitely slow. and a 
would be better in such event not to begin reform. What 
course I pursue will be determined depending on special 
empowerment—without this I see no sense in working as 
deputy chairman of the Council of Ministers 


[Correspondent] Proceeding from our topic of conversation. 
I should ask you—does your chairmanship of the party not 
interfere with your parliamentary work and your activity as 
a scholar” Or let me phrase this another way—since cicarly 
the parliament takes up almost all of your time. 1s 1 possible 
for you to be the full-fledged leader of a party while having 
such weighty and diverse obligations” 


| Antanavicius] Yes, the tome has passed when the leader 
of a party “as purely an apparatus employee Today such 
a luxury 1s impermissible. The organizational structure 
of the party and its methods of activity are entirely 
different—its apparatus 1s small in number and entirely 
subordinated to serving the cause, not to concerns 
regarding its better cxrstence. The important thing 1s not 
gctting large numbers in party ranks. but accomplishing 
those specific things through which the party contributes 
its share towards the improvement of social develop- 
ment. Efforts accomplished in the parliament and in the 
party council harmoniously supplement cach another,

[Correspondent] The hrstory of the Social Democratic Party 
in Lithuania 1s many decades old. It was established, as far 
as we know, in 1896 and resurrected mn 1989 


{[Antanavicius}] Yes. our party ss once of the oldest m 
Lithuania. Onc might say «ec are approaching our 100th 
anniversary. Over this penod we have seen everything— 
successes in iegal social activity as well as waderground 
work. It 1s the Social Democrats who actively drew up 
and participated in adopting the Act of Independence of 
Lithuama of 16 February 1918. and who came out 
against confederation both with Germany and with 
Russia. After the Smetora coup. the Social Democratn 
Party of Lithuama was banned and switched to engaging 
in illegal activity.

{Antanavicius] Being a part of the Socialist Interna- 
tional, which unites 63 parties, will not only help us 
implement our measures in practical terms—1t will also 
be the culture medium for development of the ideas of 
social democracy im Lithuania.

35. The property of the Armenian Communist Party 
shall be the common property of the entire party. The 
following are legal objects of property ownership by the 
Armenian Communist Party: buildings, structures. 
equipment, inventory stocks, property of a cultural- 
educational or health-care nature, monetary assets. 
enterprises, party publishing houses along with the peri- 
odical publications and printing presses. as well as other 
property necessary for the party's activity. 


The party committees shall exercise operational admuin- 
istration (possession, use, disposition) of the property 
belonging to party organizations. The Armenian CP 
Central Committee, the local party organizations, as well 
as the Armenian Communist Party's enterprises, institu- 
tions, and organizations, shall enjoy the rights of a 
person in the eyes of the law, and they may delegate these 
rights to their structural subdivisions. Primary party 
organizations may enjoy these mghts of a “juridical 
person™ in accordance with the existing legislation. 


Some 40 percent of the funds from the total amount 
received from membership dues shall be earmarked for 
financing the activity of the primary party organizations 


In order to solve the problems of financing the activity of 
party organizations, to disi 1bute and redistribute mon- 
etary funds among the raykoms, gorkoms, and gorkoms, 
as well as partkoms with the nghts of raykoms, finance 
commissions shall be created with the participation of 
the secretaries of primary party organizations.

[Text] Basic Strategy of the Armenian Communist Party 


The Armenian Communist Party has traveled a 70-year 
path of gains, of achievements and errors. During the 
years of Soviet power it made a large contribution to 
implementing historically progressive socrocconomic 
and cultural changes in Armenia. Our republic became 
the true homeland of all Armenians and the foundation 
of Armenian statehood. This cannot be erased from the 
history of our people and our party. 


However, throughout the entire country during the pro- 
cess of transforming our society there occurred a fateful 
departure from democracy and the people's power. a 
system of totalitarianism was created, and there was an 
alienation of the Soviet people from power, politics, and 
property ownership. The Communist Party underwent 
tragic deformations. Millions of innocent people were 
subjected to unjustified repressions. The spirit of 
democratism and humanism was violently torn out of 
the society. Human beings came to be regarded not as the 
highest goal of progress but rather as “screws” in the 
party-state mechanism, deprived of the possibilities and 
rights of freedom, self-development, and renewal. Soviet 
society was gradually drawn into the deep crisis of the 
entire social system. 


In Armenia the social crisis manifested itself with par- 
ticular sharpness and depth, for there was a maximum 
exacerbation of the contradictions and conflicts, th 
unsolved problems in the sphere of national sovereignty, 
and the reunification with Artsakh (the NKAQO) 
| Nagores-Karabakh Autonomous Oblast]. By means of 
the country’s entire preceding development the Arme- 
man people were led to the necessity of unleashing a 
national-liberation movement in the name of its own 
national rebirth, reunification, and progress 
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A heavy and tragic blow to our republic, which was 
alread, in a state of crisis, was the earthquake which 
killed, devastated, and deprived hundreds of thousands 
of people, destroyed an enormous amount of physical 
assets, 1.¢., property, and extremely exacerbated the 
moral and psychological state of the Armenian people. 


Together with this, there was an extreme exacerbation of 
Armenian-Azerbayani interethnic and interstate rela- 
tuons, the genocide and deportation of hundreds of 
thousands of Armenians, as well as th. economic and 
transportation blockade—all organized by Azerbayan. 
The economic situation of our republic, gravely serious 
even without these factors, became even worse, and the 
people's standard of living declined. 


The course aimed at restructuring the CPSU and Soviet 
society was received with enthusiasm by the Armenian 
people and the Armenian Communist Party as the sole 
solution for rescuing the society from its deep crisis. 


This perestroyka laid the foundation for radically trans- 
forming all public structures, destroying totalitarianism, 
and the process of transferring power from the party to 
the soviets. It asserted glasnost, economic, political, and 
ideological pluralism; it opened up the road for the 
triumph of truth over falsehood: it uncrowned or 
debunked lies and myths and led to human liberties. 


During the process of perestroyka informal organizations 
and political parties were formed in Armenia. In the inter- 
ests of national! self-preservation, armed formations of peo- 
pie’s militia [home guards or a volunteer force] came into 
being, and an independent penodical press made its appear- 
ance. Armenian society became politicized on a broad basis. 
new forms of direct democracy began to powerfully dictate 
the will of a certain portion of the people to the party-state 
system of leadership and administration. The strengh and 
authority of the party leadership, as well as that of the party 
as a whole, sharply declined. Public law and order was 
violated, and crime increased. 


The Armenian Communist Party acknowledges its own 
responsibility for the situation which evolved, its lag 
behind the precipitous processes of restructuring civil 
life, its inability to master the situation, to influence the 
course of events, to assist in preserving the authority of 
the party and state organs. The party, with its member- 
ship of 200,000 persons, was unable to become a genu- 
inely consolidating force; it could not unite the entire 
people in the name of progressive perestroyka: nor could 
it solve the extremely complex economic, polit .al, 
nationality and ethnic problems. 


Under the new conditions, the Armenian Communist 
Party is working out its own strategy for extricating the 
people from this crisis. Its goal is to unite the entire 
Armenian nation or ethnos, to create a society with a high 
level of well-being, prosperity, and social protectionism, an 
Armenian, sovereign, democratic state. 
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The activity of the Armenian Communist Party and its 
Strategy stem from the highest achievements of the 
philosophical, socioeconomic, and political thought of 
all mankind, as well as from a study of the society's 
natural development. In realistically evaluating the 
objective and subjective factors of the present-day 
penod, the Armenian Communist Party accepts the 
theory of democratic socialism. And it will strive to 
create a society based upon the principles of political and 
ideological pluralism, a multistructured economy, and 
sovereignty of the people. 


Our society must attain a high world level of production and 
satisfaction of the people's material needs, it must ensure its 
nationality or ethnic interests, guarantee the safety and 
security of life and property, social protetionism, the right to 
work, protection of nationality and human rights, freedom 
of philosophical outlook, convictions, and conscience, it 
must also create the optimal conditions for the progress of 
science, education, and ulture. 


All these radical changes will lead to a national and social 
rebirth of the Armenian people; they will create the 
foundations for implementing or embodying the socialist 
ideal. 


Implementing the strategy of the Armenian Communist 
Party will require complete independence, a radical restruc- 
turing, and the Armenian Communist Party's operational 
methods and forms based on its own program and charter. 


The Armenian Communist Party hereby declares that it 1s 
turning away from, 1.¢., rejecting, a political monopoly, it 
will strive to achieve its own political goals under the 
conditions of a multiparty system and by functioning within 
the framework of this republic's Constitution. 


The Armenian Communist Party will implement its own 
nationality program in the interests of consolidating all 
progressive forces, in the interests of affirming and 
Strengthening the national statehood, economic, and 
political self-sufficiency of an independent Armenia. 
The political positions of the Armenian Communist 
Party are as follows: the achievement of national unity, 
the reunification of the NKAO with the Motherland [i.c.. 
Armenia] on the basis of self-determination, the high 
priority of general-national values, the achievement of 
national, socioeconomic, and cultural progress. 


Basing its position on the international declarations 
regarding the rights of individuals and peoples, the 
Armenian Communist Party advocates protecting and 
defending the just demands of the Armenian people. The 
party will strive to bring about a situation whereby the 
unjust decisions, agreements, and treaties which were 
adopted in the past and which flaunted and trampled 
upon the Armenian people's interests are declared 
invalid and inoperative. The Armeman Communist 
Party is struggling for international recognition of the 
genocide which was perpetrated upon Armenians during 
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the years 1915-1923 in Ottoman Turkey and in Armenia, 
as well as for the return to our Motherland of those 
portions which were torn away from 1:1. 


Asa result of the exacerbated interethnic relations, along 
with the genocide of Armenians in Sumgait, Baku. 
Kirovabad, and other regions of Azerbaijan, hundreds of 
thousands of Armenians have been deported from their 
historical places of residence. 


The Armenian Communist Party considers it an urgent 
task to solve the labor, housing. social, and everyday 
problems of these refugees by working in conjution with 
State organs aad sociopolitical organizations. 


The Armenian Communist Party advocates establishing 
the status of refugees and instituting a republic- and 
international-level fund for rendering aid to the Armenian 


refugees. 


Having as its strategic goal the implementation of the 
idea of creating an independent and unified Armenia, 
the Armenian Communist Party deems it necessary 
that—at the present-day stage of the Armenian people's 
history—the Republic of Arm nia be included with a 
Umion of sovereign republics. 


The Armenian Communist Party 1s employing all its forces 
to assist in solving the nationwide problem of eliminating the 
gravely serous consequences of the destructive earthquake 
which occurred in December 1988. 


The Armenian Communist Party is taking all measures to 
assist the fully authoritative activity of the soviets as the 
legitimate organs of power to broaden and expand the 
people's sovereignty. It will strive by real deeds to win the 
trust and sympathies of the masses, to achieve civic 
consent and cooperation in honest, honorable, and princi- 
pled competition with other parties and movements under 
the conditions of a multiparty system. 


The Armenian Communist Party 1s decisively rejecting the 
ossified concepts regarding the historic mission of the 
working class, the dictatorship of the proletariat, the neces- 
sity and inevitability of socialist revolutions, and the leading 
role to be played by the Communist Party. It is also 
abandoning the ideas of the priority of international inter- 
ests over national ones and the harmful, antiscientific 
practice of setting the interests of the working class against 
the interests of the people as a whole. 


Since it was the leading and organizing force in the past, the 
Armenian Communist Party accepts full responsibility for 
the negative phenomena (bribery, corruption, protec- 
tionism, etc.) which permeated all spheres of our republic's 
State, party, and public life. These phenomena have evoked 
dissatisfaction and indignation among the toiling masses 
The Armenian Communist Party will wage an uncompro- 
musing struggle against these phenomena, which have 
deformed our society. 
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The Armenian Communist Party regards the trade unions, 
the Armenian Youth Umon, along with other public orga- 
nization and newly arisen political parties, as independent 
social and social forces with which we must cooperate on an 
equal-rights basis in the name of a national consensus and 
Armenia's democratic development. 


Democratization of Society and People’s Sovere*gnty 


The Armenian Communist Party 1s unleashing consis- 
tent activites with regard to forming an effective system.

liberties, affirming a self-governing state based on the 
rule of law. and a genuine people's sovereignty. 


The Armenian Communist Party will assist in fully 
affirming the principles of universal, secret, direct, and 
equal suffrage and the alternative principle in clecting a 
President of Lae Republic of Armenia and in electing leading 
officials at all levels of the representative, administrative.

Nationality Policy

resources belonging to our people 


The Armenian Communist Party will strive to bring 
about a situation whereby the Union treaty would reim- 
force and confirm Armenia's sovereign rights to volun- 
tarily join a Union of sovereign states, it should also 
contain a guaranteed right to leave such a Union if it so 
wished. In joining such a Union, the Republic of 
Armenia should not have to give up any of the privileges 
of its own sovereignty. 


The Armenian Communist Party advocates with determ:- 
nation the requirement that there be a recognition of the 
right of free self-determination with regard to national 
formations within the Union of sovereign republics and 
the creation of an effective mechanism for implementing 
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ut. The Armenian Communist Party considers i a top- 
pnority task to constitutionally affirm the reunification of 
the Republic of Armenia and the NKAO. Until thas rssue 1s 
finally settled, our party will continue to struugle for the 
restoration in Artsakh of the party and sovict organs.

with Artsakh 


One of the strategic tasks of the Armenian Communist 
Party's nationality policy 1s the struggic to solve the 
Armenian problem—to work out the tactics. forms. and 
methods for carrying out this task 


Al a ceriain stage the Communist Party considers ut 
possible to create armed forces and internal-service 
troops on the territory of this republic 


Our party will take all measures to facilitate the creation of 
the necessary conditions for the widest possible adoption in 
all spheres of this republic's life of the Armenian language as 
the state language of the Republic of Armenia, along with 
the passage of a law concerning the Armenian language 
which would ensure the adoption of the iegal status of the 
State language. At the same time, the Communist Party 
recognizes the mght of free development of the native 
languages of all the natronal minonties residing in Armenia 


The Armeman Communist Party will continue to assist 
in strengthening multi-facted ties with Union republics 
and autonomous formations, the national rebirth or 
revival of Armenians residing in them. the founding and 
strengthening of national, painotic, countrymen’s soci- 
cties, educational imstitutions. and press organs, the 
opening of Armenian schools and art studios in localities 
densely populated by our fellow-countrymen 


Of great importance im the Armenian Communist Party's 
nationality policy 1s strengthening the ties between the 
Motherland and the diaspora. Armenians living abroad 
comprise an alicnable part of the unsfied Armenian nation 
The existence of an Armenian cihoos abroad 1s a deter- 
mining factor in consolidating and preserving the nation and 
making it prosper.

This was the name by which Muslim behevers 
call Almaz Yestckov, 35, Kazakh, VGIK [All-Umon 
State Cinematography Institute] dropout, leader of the 
“Islam and Democracy” Movement, editor-in-chief of 
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the newspaper TURKESTAN. and preacher. He. how- 
ever, considers such description of hrs activities maccu- 
rate: “The real preachers are the prophet Mohammed 
and Christ...” 


His appearance 1s cxotec. A pieasant dark-<compicxsoncd 
face. curly shoulder-length hair, dressed in a white robe 
Thus dressed he has preached in the mosques in 
Moscow, Leningrad and Central Asia and. just as will- 
ingly mm nonorthodox Muslim prayer houses. He 1s 
frequently seen at democratic mectings.... Ordinarily, he 
wears a shirt with a tec. He os cheerful, witty and, mm 
general, not alicn to human joys. He has a superb 
command of the Russian language and 1s well-famsliar 


with European philosophy 


We sce m the newspaper TURKESTAN. whoch has a 
circulanon of 50,000 and whose publisher and editor- 
im-chief 1s Almaz Yesickov. a certain frenzy im its tonality. A 
certain frenzy can be also felt om hes way of speaking. More 
than anything cise, this 1s an indication of the fiery nature of 
a still young person or cise of the zeal of a ncophyte. It 1s not 
all that long ago that he began to believe in Allah and his 
prophet... Or else, t may be that we are simply unused to 
the style of hrs articles which, as a rule, begin with the words 
“on the name of Allah the merciful, the compassionate.“ 
and are interwoven with verses from the Koran. 


He flew into Baku at the tome of the bloody mterethnic 
conflict.

[Yestekov}) Naturally. no. | would hike to assist im the 
awakening and democratization and the political and 
cultural self-awareness of the Turkic and Fars: peoples 
(Tapks, Persians. Polyshi—interviewer). | could have 
sand “Islamic peoples.” but the sdca of Isiam has 
assumed a certain narrow meaning.

You personally probably know that in the past $09 years 
all of these nations fell behind im many parts of the 
planet.

[Belostotskaya) Is the task of the “Islam and Democracy”

[Yestekov] Naturally. But, not only that. Our movement 
18 a response to the growing interest in the country in the 
undeservedly discredited significance of religion in the 
developr- ent of soceety. In the Soviet East that applies to 
Islam. to the Koran. The people are tired of hopeless- 
ness, poverty, drunkenness and drug addiction How to 
escape them” The fastest and not entirely forgotien way 
for the Muslims or for those whose fathers and grandfa- 
thers were Muslims 1s the mosque. In my view, this 1s an 
cxcelient way. If a person were to visit a mosque he 
would be drawn back to it like a magnet. He would see 
the beauty. the nobility and spirituality on the faces of the 
old people. people whose soul and hands are clean.

“Islam and 
Democracy” tries to make our rehigron not a chain blocking 
the free development of man but a joy. It 1s high tome for us 
to abandon the foundations and dogmas of the Middic Ages 
and the ossified shanat Nonetheless. we can and must 
remain essentially Musiim 


For example, after adopting Islam. the Kazakh women and 
the women of some other areas of Turkestan did not wear 
the veil. Therefore. ther descendants do not violate the 
customs of their ancestors (incidentally. the Arab 
Bedouins have never hed thew faces—author) Nor did 
men have to shave theer heads.

[Belostotskaya] Almaz, recently you held in Moscow the 
first congress of the peoples of the Soviet East, at which an 
assembly of these peoples was created for the purpose of 
reconciling, of uniting them and restoring their mghts. At the 
mecting in Alma-Ata you called for the peaceful solution of 
the disputes between sovereign Russia and sovereign Kaza- 
khstan Do you beheve that the word, despite all its strength. 
can today prevent the shedding of blood” 


[Yestekov] | belrewe mn the reasonability of the precepts 
of God and the reasonability of the crown of his creation. 
man. However, | would have been blind had | passively 
trusted the power which our past has over us. | belreve in 
a kind, omnipotent and powerful God who rules our 
20th century as well. However, | also believe in the will 
of man when he hears the voice of not Satan but God 
Brothers, | do not want blood’ 


[Belostotskaya] Almaz. in the past you trained for work 
im Motion pictures. Have you abandoned this forever’ 


[Yestekov] | dream once again of resuming such work 
to write, to direct, to film.

It must not be forgotten that irngated land requires 
tending.

Thought must a'so be given to measures aimed at 
fundamentally changing our approaches to the so-called 
“woman's” question. We must establish sufficient guar- 
antees for protecting the sociopolitical rights, honor and 
dignity of women as well as the necessary conditions for 
her in social production and administration. Protecting 
the health of mother and child, the educating and culture 
of the population require all-round socioeconomic and 


ideological support. 


The economic independence of the republic should 
become the basis for carrying out all the s¢ mayor tasks in 
the national economy. The important areas for achieving 
this have been cxamined and were approved at the first 
session of the Uzbekistan Supreme Soviet. 


The CP feels that the production, scientific-technical 
potential located on republic territory. the land. the 
underground mineral wealth and other natural riches are 
the property of the region. It independently controls 
these in the interests of primarily its own people. Only 
those enterprises should remain under Union subordi- 
nation which relate to the defense industry, individual 
sectors of heavy industry requiring complete technical 
reconstruction, the all-Union transport and information 
systems as well as the enterprises comprising the inter- 
regional facilities. The question should be posed quite 
definitely that all raw material and manufacturing sec- 
tors which exist in Uzbekistan should be turned over to 
republic administration. The raw miaterials and products 
will be sold for the interests of Uzbekistan. 


In the report to the USSR Supreme Soviet on the general 
plan of a market economy it was stated that for the 
steady operation of light industry which provides the 
goods for the nation’s public, the volumes of the most 
important types of resources and, consequently, for 
cotton fiber, should be included in the state order. 


We cannot agree with this. Cotton is the property of the 
republic and the main source of income for a larger 
portion of its population. It is enough that at one time 
Uzbekistan suffered enormous sacrifices, as was already 
stated, for the sake of achieving the cotton independence 
of the entire nation. 


The interests of the republic dictate that a larger portion 
of the cotton fiber be sold to consumers on the territory 
of the nation and abroad at economically set, free prices 
and we feel that the level of the state order should not 
exceed at first 50 percent. We should proceed in pre- 
cisely the same manner for the silk cocoons, for the 
astrakhan wool, and for the other types of produced 
products. Our task is to establish a structure so that all 
the raw products and semifactures delivered from the 
republic are sold ourselves, without intermediaries. For 
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this purpose, under the republic Council of Ministers, a 
specialized organization Uzlegpromsyrye [Uzbek Light 
Industry Raw Materials] 1s being established. 


All relations with the center and with the other regions 
should be based on a contract. Here the state order must 
be viewed in the same manner as a form of contract \vith 
equal responsibility and reciprocal obligations. 


We understand independence not as self-isolation but, on 
the contrary, as the development of integration ties on an 
equal, mutually advantageous basis. Here advantage 
assumes particular significance. We have long shied away 
from this word and linked it with something commercial or 
mercantile. In actuality, this 1s the most important critenon 
of normal economic relations. For this reason, the positing 
of the question: “Is this advantageous or disadvantageous 
for Uzbekistan?” should become the norm of our economic 
life, a norm for relations in all elements of the unified 
national economic compicx. 


This 1s particularly important under the conditions of 
converting to a market. It 1s our duty in a sober and 
thorough manner, without illusions and far-fetched 
approaches to realistically assess the essence and content 
of the market mechanism under the conditions of 
Uzbekistan, provide for the possible complexities and 
consequences of its introduction and establish ahead of 
tume the necessary mechanisms capable of mitigating the 
acuteness of the transitional penod. 


In our view, the submitted proposals are far from com- 
pletely resolving many fundamental questions of owner- 
ship, the relationships of the region and the center and 
the bases for equivalent exchange of products. We 
simply cannot agree with a whole series of approaches 
and ideas. 


We are categorically against an unilateral, ssolated rise in 
the retail price of bread as of | July 1990. This simply 
eliminates those first steps in achieving an equivalence 
of prices for grain and cotton ard their products which 
are now being taken. If we add to this the planned 
increase in the prices for fuel, metal and equ pment, the 
measures to increase the payment for cotton are nulli- 
fied. Precisely this proportion under our conditions 1s 
the crucial factor of econsmic equality and for increasing 
the level of the republic's social development and the 
well-being of its population. 


The question of considering and evening out the starting 
conditions 1s of fundamental significance for us and we 
have also repeatedly agreed on this on all levels. This 
problem 1s mentioned in the government report. But this 
was done very hollowly, indifferently, from the stand- 
point of across-the-board leveling. without considering 
the contribution of the republic, its current state and the 
tangible impact on improving the situation. It 1s no 
question of charity but rather the legitimate restitution 
to the economy for its real contribution to the national 
economic complex 
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The question of reducing investment has also been raised 
in the report of the national government on the general 
plan for converting to a market economy. In speaking in 
gcneral terms this, in our view, 1s an erroneous approach 
as with such a level of supplying the commodity market 
and most importantly with such a technical and struc- 
tural level of production which lags some 15-20 and 
more years behind the level of the leading countries, such 
a policy would lead to an even greater lag. There must 
not be any question of a reduction bul rather a funda- 
mental revision of the goals and structural policy and the 
priorities in Capital construction, particularly in the aim 
of sharply reducing incomplete construction. 


Under the conditions of the repubiic, of particular 
importance 1s the allocating of the necessary funds and 
resources for the restructuring of the economy. for a 
more proportional placement of the productive forces 
over the oblasts and regions and a sharp acceleration in 
the development of the social sphere 


Here the main thing is that we must have clear and 
effective mechanisms for the social protection of the 
public. We must not allow the various experiments to be 
a burden on the shoulders of the people. Particularly 
under the conditions of our republic, where an improve- 
ment in the social position of its inhabitants 1s the main 
problem of the day. Its correct and consistent solution 1s 
one of the main areas of activity for the Uzbek CP 


Particular attention should be given to the problems of 
the poorly-off strata of the population and to their prime 
solution. We cannot and do not have the mght to leave 
unprotected under the harsh conditions of market rela- 
trons the pensioners, disabled and large families. Above 
it was mentioned what additional benefits and aid are 
being set for these categories of the population. Recently 
they were supplemented by new presidential ukases. In 


the future we will increase our efforts mm this areca. 


Under the conditions of a transition to the market, partic- 
ular attention should be given to those who are temporarily 
deprived of work and join the million-strong army of the 
unemployed population and which creates a mayor problem 
im the republic. These persons must be supported and they 
should receive unemployment aid and have an opportunity 
to retrain and master new professions. All that we have said 
reaffirms the truth of the opinion that the transition to a 
market should not be carned out without agreement and a 
nationwide referendum, without the agreement of the 
Umion republics. Ultimately, we are responsible to our 
people for all the consequences of this major decision to 
convert to the market 


Particular attention should be given to housing construc. 
won. The task has been sect over the next five years to 
complete 67-68 million m’ of housing and improve the 
housing conditions of over 6 million persons and this 1s 
1.5-fold more than in the current five-year plan 


The utility services for the public must be sharply 
improved. The level of coverage with centralized water

supply for the public should rise from $2 percent to 67 
percent and in the Aral Sea Zone there are plans by 19> 
to have centralized water supply for the entire popuila- 
tion. The pace of providing gas to the rural population 
points will doubic. 


Social changes in the republic will not be carned out just 
by budget funds. The ministries, departments. enter- 
prises and organizations should also make their conin- 
bution to carrying out this task. Presently over S00 
kolkhozes, 50 sovkhozes and 85 enterprises have sct 
additional payments for women with families. veterans 
and pensioners. At the same time. currently om the 
balances of the special funds of the caterprises in 
industry and other sectors there are almost |.3 billhon 
rubles which are immobile and a dead weight. including 
242 millon rubles carmarked for social development 
The Uzbek CP Central Commutice will support on every 
possible way all the undertakings of the labor collectives 
and the executive commutices of the sovicts to create 2 
developed system for the social support of the workers 


In order to operate efficiently under the new condiions. 
it 1s essential to have highly trained specialists capable of 
understanding market relations and actively Carrying oul 
republic policy. We need, like the air we breathe. a 
national program for the tramung of skilled personnel, 
and primarily from the indigenous nationality. We must 
have a mechanism for recruiting and encouraging the 
talented youth, beginning from the school desk. The first 
steps are already being taken im this direction. but they 
must be accelerated as much as possible 


Upon the initiative of the Uzbek CP Central Commutice. 
an Uzbek Republic Fund has been established for sup- 
porting gifted youth and for recruiting and sending them 
to study to the leading scientific centers of the nation and 
abroad. Particular attention must be given to the rural 
youth, we must not restrict its imiteresis but, on the 
contrary. create all possible conditions for spiritual and 
material growth. This 1s Our enormous reserve and. i 
you wish, a debt which we often forget. The first group of 
over 100 scientific co-workers has already been sent to 
the central VUZes [higher educational institution] and 
screntific-research institutions. This year we plan to send 
$2 students and $1 scientific workers and specialists for 
study, for training and for carrying out screntific work to 
overseas screntific institutions and scientific centers of 
the nation. We are establishing a Republic Center for 
Language Training of Students and Scientific Workers 
and for work here we intend to call in specialists from the 
United States and Great Britain. The republic govern- 
ment is working on the question of sending young 
screntists from the republic for traming to the best 
foreign universities 


We must prepare proposals for the beginning of the neat 
academic year to respecialize and open new faculties and 
departments for traming specialists considering modern 
demands 
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In the course of preparing to convert to a marke! economy, 
the republic VUZes should organize the training of per- 
sonnel in international economic relations, including for 
international marketing, foreign exchange dealings. foreign 
economic activities and management. 


We must not abandon but rather, on the contrary, 
encourage the sending of our workers overseas for 
training and under contract. Along with good wages they 
gain an opportunity to masicr the most progressive 
equipment and production methods, progressive labor 
procedures as well as broaden their professional level. 


In summing up what has been said. | would like to 
emphasize that the Uzbek CP considers as its main task 
in the area of socioecowomuc policy the implementing of 
fundamental structural changes in the national economy. 
the giving to it of a greater social focus and turning to the 
needs and requests of the people. The CP will work to 
achieve full economic independence on the basis of the 
pnonty utshzation of the natural-cconomic potential, 
the raw maternal and labor resource) in the interests of 
the Uzbekistan public, and employing a diversity of 
forms of ownership and management. In strengthening 
and developing ties in the unified national economic 
complex, Uzbekistan will act as an equal partner on the 
internal Union and world markets. not only as a supplier 
of raw materials but also as the producer of competitive 
finished products.

It 18 no secret that over these questions the leaders of 
various informal organizations and movements have 
proposed externally radical and striking but im actuality 
adventuristic slogans. For example. how cise but striking 
and “revolutsonary™ 1s the ring to the calls for compicte 
state independence of the republic” The idca of national 
separateness and self-1solation 1s being pushed intensely 
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Here they make no mention of what are the real cco- 
nomic Opportunities for such independence, what this 
would cost or what 11 would bring the republic. 


We are tied by thousands of threads to the Union and the 
Umon for us 1s not merely the addition but rather the 
multiplying of the forces of all the fraternal peoples. 


For this reason, we consider it fundamentally important 
that political sovereignty and economic independence 
for the republic mean not a desire for separatism, not 
isolation, bul on the contrary the further deepening and 
broadening of mutually advantageous imicgration tics 
with the other republics comprising the Union 


But st 1s not that Unson which al its essence was an unitary 
State but rather a truly renewed Umion federation of politi- 
cally sovereign and economically independent republics 
With the voluntary delegating to the Union bodies of 
powers over those questions which can effectively be settled 
only by jount efforts 


How can we sce to it that being part of a unified 
federation we do not become the hostage to decisions 
taken from above and which do not conform or do not 
fully conform to the republic's interests’ Where are the 
guarantees, where 1s the mechanism for preventing such” 


Here st must be sand that, regardicss of the recent 
adoption of legislative enactments on the delimitation of 
powers between the Union and the subjects of federa- 
tion, on the principles of economic relations of the 
USSR. the Union and autonomous republics and so 
forth, we have still mot reached the main pornt. It 1s a 
question of working out a new Treaty of Union and this 
question has long been pressing 


We feel that we are beginning from the wrong end. We 
feel that we must rmmediately begin to work out a Treaty 
of Umon. We need a treaty which would preserve and 
Strengthen our multinational state and which would 
provide free, equal development for cach people 


We should show great aticntion in approaching the 
problems of the natronal state organization of the Kar- 
akalpak ASSR and for strengthening 1s sovereignty as an 
inseparable part of Sovect Uzbekistan. In the process of 
drafting the new Uzbek Constitutron, its draft should 
Clearly formulate the provisions which would ensure an 
optimum dehmitation of powers between the Union 
republic and the autonomous republic. basing this on the 
principle of respect and dependable guaranices for its 
sovereign rights and legitimate interests 


Ensuring the political sovereignty of the republic also 
requires the adopting of comprehensive measures to 
imcrease the role and authority. to broaden the nghts and 
powers of all levels of sovicts as bodies of people's rule 


Cf great importance mm the life of the republic were the 
recently held clections of the Uzbek people's deputies to the 
local soviets. As a whole. in the clections a situation was 
created of the free cxapression of will of the voters and the 
possibility to form a qualitatively new composition of the 














deputy corps. Even the first sessions of the sovicts have 
shown their real transition from politocal ineriness to polit- 
ical activity and imstuatiwe. Al the same time, ft must be 


pointed out that the first expenence in conducting such 


thinking, and incorrect and al times impermissible proce- 
dures were employed. All of thrs must be recognized in order 
to draw the necessary lessons 


Instituting presidential power in Uzbekistan has been an 
important step. As on the Unson scaic. the introduction 
of the post of Uzbek President 1s aimed at strengthening 
the mechanism for carrying out the laws and other state 
enactments. This 1s of umportant significance for pro- 
tecting the interests of the republic, for ensuring its 
political sovereignty and cconoma imdependence. for 
raising the standard of living of the population as well as 
for strengthening order and discipline 


The turning over of direct administrative functions to 
the soviets in nO way means that the party can lift its 
responsibility for carrying cut political, cconomic and 
social tasks. The new positing of the question 1s prima- 
nly not by asserting is position im socicty, not by 
legislation but rather by its concrete deeds the commu- 
nist party should win auth sty. claborate and present to 
the people political concepts for the further development 
of the republic and seck their realization through the 
communists represented in the sovicts and the other 
State bodes. 


For this reason, we cannot agree with the attempts to 
abolish the party organizations mm the soviet and state 
bodies or limit the in“uence of the communist party on 
their activities solely t the participation in election cam- 
paigns. On the contrary, we must work compictely defi- 
nitely and directly so that the CPSU members working in 
the soviets set an cxample of high responsibility for car- 
rying owt the demands of the voters. The communist 
deputies should be guided by truly popular. truly national 
interests and seek to resolve the urgent problems from 
party positions. Life dictates and times demand such a 
style of work by the communists im the sovicts 


Providing a new real role for the Uzbek CP in the 
political system of the republic 1s wmpossible without a 
profound restructuring of the party's own activities 


The republic communists mn their basic mass share the 
opimon that the course of strengthening political sover- 
cignty and economic independence for Uzbekistan pre- 
supposes the objective necessity of real independence for 
the Uzbek CP and freeing ut from excessive interference 
by the center 


We feel that there should be equal representation of the 
Communist Party in the central leading bodies of the 
CPSU and their personnel. The communists deicgated to 
them should participate in working out general party 
decisions and express the interests of the republic and its 
party organizations 
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Expenence shows that the mew tasks require fundamen- 
tally new approaches and methods of work and necess:- 
tate new cadres. For many of our leaders who for decades 
have worked under the conditions of political comfon 
find st very difficult to adapt. The stercotypes of thinking 
and conduct have been stronger than the appeals and 


slogans of perestroyka 


For precisely thes reason, there has been a significant 
renewal of the sovict and state apparatus. New cadres 
have arnved om the Central Commutiec. m the party 
obkoms and raykoms 


As you know, all the Central Commuttee secretanes have 
been working less than a year. It 1s still carly to draw any 
conclusions about thei style or capabilitecs but | wall say 
firmly that we are all convinced that the restructuring of 
party work means above all defending the truth. The truth 
no matter how bitter 1 may be. For precisely thes reason, the 
new membership of the Buro has commenced its work by 
telling the truth to the people on the real state of affairs in 
the republic. We have the courage and willpower for this 
And in today’s report we have followed this principle 


The Central Commutice Buro at present has selected a 
collective of competent like-thinkers, and a spirit of 
party comradeship and frankness reigns. There 1s also 
room for critecrsm and self-critecrsm. | have been crits- 
cized for hotheadedness and for the fact that | may be 
unrestrained. Thes 1s valid critecrsm 


The Second Secretary. Comrade AS. Yefimov. 1s garning 
expenence and 1s domg a great deal to improve his work 
style However, we would like him to be firmer m 
carrying out the cadre policy, be more often on the spot 
and be a quick study of Uzbek 


Comrade D.Kh. Khamidov is mastering the methods of 
political leadership over the ideological area of work His 
advantage 1s a good knowledge of the intelligentsia and this 
Sextremely important for shaping public opinion Now it 1s 
essential to study more profoundly the problems of the 
working class, the peasantry, the youth and other groups of 
the population and restructure ideological work in a spirit of 
today's needs 


In continuing our assessment of the other secretaries, 
such as Comrades R.A. Popov and A.1. Khramov, | wish 
that they would be quicker in determining the modern 
forms and methods of work. particularly on the quq- 
tions of economic and social policy, move from words to 
deeds on the questions of reallocating the functions 
between the party and the sovicts. and struggle more 
actively against the command-administrative methods 
of managing the republic economy 
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A sumilar task rests on the Buro members. Comrades 
Sh.R. Mirsardov, MLL. Ibragimov, D.D. Berkov, LKh 
Dzhurabeckov and Kh.A. Alumova. We would like to see 
more independence, muitiative and a creative approach 
in thew work, partecularly in implementing the campaign 
piatiorm of the Uzbek CP and defending the interests of 
the workers. Together with the communnst Ieaders of the 
minisines and departments. thcy must be more decisive 
m breaking up the command-administrative sysicm in 
the republic state structures 


Thes same breaking up should occur um the work of the 
very Buro of our Central Commuticc. Not to give orders, 
not to command, and not to intertere in everything—this 
% what we are endeavoring to escape from im the 
immediate future. All of us must iearn the art of debate 
and dialogue with those who adhere to a different 
viewpoint, we must find a common tonguc, without 
conceding the maim things, with those who adhere to 
different. even informal positions We must not consider 
ourscives to have a monopoly on the truth 


Under the new conditions the functions of the Buro. as 
well as all the Central Commutice, should be concen- 
trated on the following work out a strategy fcr the 
political and socrocconmomic development of the republic 
and monitor sts mmplementation. This 1s sdcological 
work, propaganda and agitation. and persuading peoplic 
of the correctness of the chosen path 


This means winning trust im clectons to governing 
bodies and hence maintaining the position of the ruling 
party. But it 1s also the organizatronal and cadre support 
for the chosen polecy. Ths 1s the essence of the methods 
of politecal leadership 


Here i 1s emportant to emphasize that any policy chosen 
and supported by a majority of the people ms worth 
something if it +s carreed out firmly and unswervingly 


Al present. some accuse the Central Commutice Buro of 
holding a rigid positron im carrying out the set policy 
Thes 1 quite truc 


But tell me, can we allow im our republic what has 
already become a bitter reality and pain im many regrons 
of the natron” 


Or, possibly, some may have other formulas for chm. 
nating social tension and maintaining discipline and 
order im our anxsous home” 


Personally, | as a communrst and as the President am 
ready to pay any proce for the tranquility of the people im 
the republic and for uniting all healthy forces for the sake 
of rts better future 


In speaking about positrons, about the work style of the 
Central Committee Buro and Secretariat. one cannot 
help but say the same about the party commutices in the 


republic as a whole 


Al present, the critervon for assessing them cannot be 
speculative plans. product volumes 


tons and cub 
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meters. Al present. the maim criicnmon for asscssng 
polutecal leadership «5 the mood of the masses and the 
ability to control the situation 


Everyone of us must avsemilate onc basic political pat- 
tern: of the party Commiuticc 1s divorced from the masses. 
if t has closed rsvelf up m ats offices, then the masses will 
leave 1t for other. There s no vacuum im politics 


Precisely thes 1s what happened mm Fergana. in Bukonskry 
and Parkentskiy Rayons and finally im Andizhan (blast 
Did the obkoms and raykoms, them secretanes and buro 
members not see the drsorders developing here” Did they 
really not know about the machinations of ithe swindicrs” 
Or about the struggic of the Mafia groups’ Or the mass 
speculation’ Or enstances of bribery and wartare 
between the clans” And finally. did they really not know 
what the smple peopic thought about all of thr or what 
the youth who could not find a job were thinking” 


OM course, they did know. But they endeavored to fight 
evel with paper spears. decrees and decrsons. This very 
style whech had outhved nself evoked protest among the 
people and caused tenon 


We. for cxaampic. had repeatedly cautvoned the former 
First Secretary of the Andizhan Party Obkom. ( omradc 
Anpdshanov, that he was divorced from the people, We 
suggesicd that he change hes style of work and halt all the 
officsrous bustling around and face up to the swxral 
problems However, be did not heed thes advice. More 
over, he was complacent and assured us that the party 
obkom was in full control of the situation Now we know 
just how much « was mm control 


It must be admitted that yes, perestroyka m the party has 
lagged behind peresiroyka om socecty Many party commut. 
tees thenk in thes old categories. they are lithe concerned 
with the people and see the purpose of then work merely mn 
observing the orders descending from above 


In the work style there 1s more a predominance of mechan- 
cal execution than creative approaches At the same time, 
it must be sand that at present much 1s being done to escape 
from the old procedures and style But the pace of thes 
completely docs not satesfy us. Bul most importantly we 
are devsatisfied by the fact that for now only ‘he external 
aspects of the matter are being reformed. Let ws agree that 
we are interested and concerned not with the external 
aspect. not merely with a change mm the structure of the 
apparatus, or its numbers, but rather we are primarily 
wmterested in the unternal content of the work Precisely thrs 
determines the political result and hence the stability. the 
authority of the party organizations and the trust of the 


people on peresiroyka 


As an caample one could mentron Kyzyltepinshry (€ om 
rade M_ Shamsryev) Uchhurganshiy (Comrade K 
Rammzhanoy) Moerzachulshiy (Comrade NA Morosh 
michenko) Svyrdaronskiy (Comrade MA_ Ihadullayev) 
Sverdievshyy (Comrade MR Rakhmonov) and many 
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other party raykoms. Here onc can sce not only the 
formal indications of perestroyka, but there 1 also the 
main thing, a fundamental change in the mmternal content 
of party work the brunt of which 1s aumed at solving the 
most urgent problems of the workers. There 1 no artifi- 
cially created divide between these raykoms, the party 
aktrv and the masses. They all liwe for the same concerns 
how to case the difficult life of the poapic, how to feed. 
provide water and clothe thei peopic. and how to cnsure 
social sustice. Characteristically. here there 1 no hostl- 
tues between the party bodies and the informal organ:- 
zavons. They work together, m the micresis of the 
people And there are good results 


i feel that thes entails the entire essence of our party 
work. If we forget why we are doug 1, then we will turn 
the masses away from us. ibcy will no bonger believe us 
Thes cannot be allowed. We will not permet this 


We must mm fact work to mcrease the authority, active- 
ness and muitsative of the primary party organizations 
and through them ensure the real involvement of the 
party masses nm all party affairs 


We firmly favor the maimtaming of the terrtonal- 
production principle im organizing the primary party 
organizations and cannot agree with the aticmpts being 
made to abolish the party structures m the production 
collectives, the state and law enforcement bodies 


Al the same tome, on considering that presently politecal 
work at the place of residence 1 assweming particular 
importance, the need has arisen of reveseng views on the 
organizing of the primary party organizations here with 
the involvement of all the communrsts residing here 
Party organizations established at the place of residence 
presently consist mainly of penssoners and cannot 
assume new political burdens 


Recently, attention to the questions of membership in 
the CPSU has lessened somewhat. In comparison with 
1985, with an overall rise in the ranks of the Uzbek CP 
by some 22,000 persons, the number of worker commu- 
nists on the republic party organization declined by more 
than 7,000 persons. Last year. there was almost a dow- 
bling on the number of persons cxpelied from the CPSU 
for nonpayment of membership duecs and bows of ties 
with the party organizations 


In lone with thes, many communists have validly crit- 
cized the noticeably casicr approach to the questions of 
admission to the party m the draft of the new CPSU 
Bylaws. Numerous proposals have been made on the 
need to keep the institution of the candedate period and 
mecorporate im the Bylaws standards which would guar. 
aniee great cractingness of the party organizations on the 
political and moral qualities of those pounmng 


Symptoms have also appeared of withdrawal from the 
CPSU by personal request. Last year, for varus rea 
som, 719 communrsts turned im thew party cards and 
candidate cards and almosi the same number have donc 
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so since the begunning of the current year. These phe- 
nomena must be carcfully analyzed. If the party 1s being 
iefi by those who jouned a our of carcersst consider- 
avons, then thes ss onc of the maniicstations of the 
healthy process of scif-purnfication Bul there are also 
those who have become confused and are unabic to find 
thes way correctly mm the difficult situation. For these we 
musi show maximum tact, we must not rush mm removing 
them from our ranks and heip them find them place m 
the current processes of rencwal 


The questions of cadre policy are also fundamental for 
us. We must clearly define our terms. The word “nomen- 
klatura” and the related command-adminisitrative 
methods for the recrustment and placement of personne! 
have outhwved themscives. Bul can we silcly on these 
grounds compictcly abandon any influcnce on the 
solving of personne! questions” 


We reject primanly the nomenklatura-questionnaire 
approach to personncl, when a worker 1s jpudged by the 
papers. This serves as a lifcsaver for a fasled worker: Duc 
to committed errors, he 1s drowning but according to the 
nomenklatura he « supposedly offered a new postion 
Where 1s the pustoce here” 


Many have become accustomed to such an approach 
They feel that «1 1s only mght for the nomenklatura to 
provide them with the nght to a positron for all thes hfe 


Currently, scores of former leaders are coming to the Ccn- 
tral Commutice and are categorically demanding “places” 
for themselves. Some im capecting a certain position have 
not worked for months, they live off of imcomprehensibic 
Mussons and feel that the department for party organiza- 
tional and cadre work 1s a job placement burcau 


All of thes 1s seen and discussed by the semple peopic and 
primarily the nonparty persons. The faulty opimon that 
any failed worker will be given a “cory” place by the 
party committees should be clominated once and for all 


We musi start with thr 


But t must be sand with all certamnty that m the new 
situation for the party. its commutices and organizations 
not only should not refuse but rather support im every 
possible way the candidates defending the positions of 
the communrst party m the fight for clectron to the 
badees of Sovect power state admuinistratron and the 
ideological institutvons. Of course, thes should be proma- 
rily out of polivcal and professsonal qualities. in helpung 
them on thei professonal and political growth 


The forming of the party cadres should om the future be 
carred out according to the recommendations of the 
promary party organizations with the grantong to them of 
the roght to refuse for the party bodies and personnc! 
those who do not pustify the high trust 


The abandoning of the msumng of orders, petty mnterter- 
ence and uanccessary control should become the general 
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principle in the interaction between the communist 
party and its groups with the public organizations 


First of all, there ts the question of the trade unions. Al 
present, we must directly admut that during the years the 
practice of issuing commands to the trade unions as i 
developed in the party led to a situation where the trade 
umons were impeded in thei actions, they were rigidly 
confined and, as a result. were unable to fully utslize thei 
nghts and opportunities and noticeably fell behind the 


processes of perestroyka 


The trade umon organizations, committees and councils 
have often endeavored to assume a bystander position 
over fundamental questions of protecting the economic. 
social and icgal interests of the workers. The question 
arvses. Who 1s being protected from what’ 


(}f course, there must be the protection. Each year. the 
Uzbek CP Central Commuttee receives over 20,000 
letters and verbal appeals. Over one-third of these 1s 
related to labor confiscts, to violations of the principles 
of social justice in the allocating of housing and material 
goods. to manifestations of burcaucracy and red tape in 
satisfying the housing needs of the peopic. That 1. to all 
those questions where the trade union organizations 
should show principledness and tenacity and consis- 
tently defend the rights of the workers. And the fact that 
the peopic, without finding a solution on the spot, have 
been forced to turn to the party levels directly shows that 
our trade umons still lack precisely the principiedncss 
and tenacity 


Al present, the republic trade umons have begun a 
revision of the organizational principles and structural 
forms and are getting nd of the formalism and burcau- 
cracy. The Uzbek CP 1s interested in having the largest 
public organization im the republic, in manifesting in its 
activities independence. principledness and creative ini- 
tative, actively suppor perestroyka. all the mayor 
changes. and firmly and decisively defend the nghts and 
imteresis of the workers 


New approaches are also essential in work with the youth 
The question of the Komsomol for the party 1s not merely a 
question of political influence on the masses of youth or the 
mvolvement of them in revolutionary renewal. but also a 
probiem of the careful educating of the replacement of the 
communists and the party's future 


For tong years, in exploring such qualities of the youth as 
romanticism, a desire for a feat and a readiness to try 
oneself under difficult conditions, society was not resolving 
the urgent, vital questions of the young peopic. As a result 
among many of them there was a deep-rooted feeling of a 
lack of social protection, mustrust of authority. a lack of 
confidence im tomorrow and growing crime 


To the youth we must tell only the truth as they more 
than others are ted up with the empty words and 
demagogucry. Of fundamental importance tor us 1s the 
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task of mmstsiling on the youth a belect om social pustoce and 
that the communrsts are trying and will resolve the 
probiems of the youth We must find the mformal 
leaders of the youth, including those not im the Komso- 
mol, we must involve them mm polsoecal activetecs and 
prepare our replacement from them. And most mmpor- 
tantly. we must provide them with independence m 
resolving the pending tasks 


The need has arisen of creating within the new party 
Central Commutice a permancnt position of council on 
working with the republic youth We must organize 
simular working bodies in all levels of party commutices 


It #S Very EmMportant now to support the social mntuatives 
of the Uzbek Komsomol which 1s the Icading socsopolit- 
cal youth organization in the republic and 1s presently 
undergoing scrious changes and secking oul new forms 
for 1% activities. It 1s emportant to see on the Komsomol 
not a subordinate organization bul rather equal hke- 
thinkers who have comceding cnd goals and ways of 
achreeving them 


1 partecularly would like to mention the party. war and 
labor veterans. And not because thes 1s what usually 
donc im the congress reports. Rather because the ( central 
Committee Buro considers the vetcrans to be the 
cementing link of our party and the entire republa 

Because we really are m thew dem Ceriamly. the 
colossal difficulties which they endured are m no way 
compensated for by the pensions received and because of 
inflation they are becoming less and less. We realize thes 
and we have donc everything that we could do pro- 
ceeding from the current possibilities of the republn We 
will endeavor to do more im the future. And | do want to 
vowe kind words. Thank you for the help im raring the 
youth, for work mm the makhalla [drstrict] committees, for 
the effective word which halted conflicts. for your 
patience and your support m our undertakings May | 
wish you good health and long years of lfc’ 


In seeking further democratization of all our life, we should 
take a new approach to relations with all the social organ. 
zations and movements and. im the future, with other 
parties. We are ready to collaborate with those who defend 
constructive positions. In recognizing thei responsibulity 
they are seeking and finding difficult but realistic ways out 
of the criss. And we must understand and support such 
persons even when they at tees craggerate or, as they say 
head off to the left. We must not clash with them on a 
narrow plank across an abyss. bul rather move together 
across the bridge of perestrovka 


For others the carsting difficulties. shortcomings and 
problems are merely a pretest for demagogucry. political 
spec. .atron, gloateng and the satisfying of ambitrons 
And for such forces, the more the difficult the sstuatoon 
the better Siding with them are those who im the past 
held tar from sccondary postions Bul as soon as the 
situation changed as soon as the new trond was vecto 
nous which had proven its truth on the difficult struggic 
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then many “heroes” and “fighters” with a past crawl out 
mito the light and they try to nde the crest of the new 
wave. We must drsclose and persuasively show the real 
face of such icaders to the peopic 


Finally. there 1s one not very numcrous group comprised 
of those clearly antrsocial forces which are endeavoring 
to block all progress and changes for the better and are 
endeavoring to mcrease tension. In destabilizing the 
situation and im fanning conflicts. they are hoping to 
break through to power on a wave of chaos and anarchy 
and seize the commanding heights. We do not have the 
mght to underestimate the danger of thrs 


They are partscularly bettung on intercthnic probiems 
The deformations and distortions of the past and the 
errors of the present are being used to fan feelings of 
natronal hostility and confrontation. Here the law should

In the current, concrete situatron. the probiems relaicd 
to interethnac relations require particular aticniion The 
October Revolution cstabisshed conditions for a truly 
democratx resolution to the natvonality guesteon. Al the 
same time. the deformations and drstortons commiticd 
during the years of the cult of personality and stagnation 
had an cxiremely acgateve cffect upon the sphere of 
imterethnoc relations 


Recently, we have become rather embarrassed to speak 
about the micrnational education of the w ers. Al 
present, 1 not only remams one of the mam a: m the 
work of the communrst party but rs also assuming th nature 
of the most urgent probiem for our multinational republic 
Here the only alternative can be hostility. dissension and 
hence new victims. refugees and pogroms 


A fundamentally new. qualitative content should be 
mvesied im micrnational cducation. In our under- 
standing this docs not come down to lectures or talks, 
although they arc also necessary when they are inicthgent 
and honest. Efforts should be focused chicfly on the 
prompt disclosure and climination of the causes of the 
outbreak of social and intercthnic tension 


The attstude toward the Armed Forces 1s the touchstone 
on which we test oul our understanding of patnotism 
and internationalism as well as crvel duty. The Uzbek CP 
Central Commiutice solidly condemns the campaign 
rassed in certain circles armed at undermining the army's 
authority at undercutting induction measures as well as 
atiempts to set the people in opposition to the army 


Al the same time, we musi work hard to cliomunate the 
factors which have caused a negative attitude towards 
army service. This 1s a question of a lessening of disci- 
pline. improper relations mn certain troop units as well as 
madmussible facts of the manning and death of young 
persons. Here it must be uniformly stated that we cannot 
permit thes and will do everything to protect our children 
against such disorderly manifestatrons and violations of 
the established laws 


Upon the mitiative of the Uzbek CP Central Commutiec, 
the Uzbek Supreme Sovect has submitted to the Union 
bodies a number of proposals on altering the procedure for 
service by our draftees.

Sand Akhmad 
and others spent many years of ther lives in prisons and 
camps. The outstanding sons of the Uzbek pcopic 
Abdulla Kady. Chulpan. Firat, Leman Nasr, Elbck 
Batu and sores of others of the wived stars of our 
‘erature were subjected to the cruciest persecution 


Al present. on the pernod of glasnost and perestrovka. we 
must aiso admit that we have been too preyudiced toward 
our hrstorcal past. om assessing the creative activities of 
the outstanding scrcntrsts and pocts of the distant past 
not conmsuderng the reales of that age m which they 
wed and worked bul rather proceeding from vulgar 
micrpretations of modern times 


In the not drstant past. a narrow~<lass approach was also 
characteristxc, for cxampic. of the assessment of the 
class of Uzbek btcrature Babur The national and 
common human umportance of hes creativity was com- 
pletely reyected. At the Therd Plenum of the Uzbek CP 
Central Commutice m 1956. mmsulting words were 
addressed to Babur as some “enlightened” tyrant 


We feel that our people weicomed <nthusastically the 
decree of the Central Commutice and the republic gov- 
ernment to hold jubiiees of Nawor, Alughek. Babur.

We were able to achreve surtable representation of the 
Uzbek Communnt Party m the central organs of the 
CPSU’. Neneteen representatives of Usvbekestan were 
elected Central Committee members, and |) were 
elected members of the Central Auditing Commission 
or a total of 31 people We now have one representative 
cach om the Politburo, the Secretanat and the Pressdium 
of the Central Auditong ( ommrission 


Let me remend you that at the last congress |} poopie 
had been clected members of the central party organs 
and that at the end of the pervod under consideration the 
Uzbek Communnt Party was beng represented by a 
wngle party member 


Thes confirms that our party views are now berng taken 
into comuderation and that the reputation of the republic 
party organization throughout the country has mncreased 


The results of the 28th CPSU Congress were discussed at 
the Second Central Commuitice Plenum. Along with the 
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results achieved at the 28th Congress, the Uzbek Com- 
munist Party Central Committee emphasized, as you 
know, that the CPSU Congress failed to provide clear 
and full answers to a number of questions which were 
raised at the republic party forum. 


Let me mention the questions which were not satisfactorily 
answered with the resolutions of the CPSU Congress: 


Problems of interethnic relations: 
Problems of a Union treaty: 


Intera.. 1 between the party and the soviets: 
Relations between the party and the various public 
organizations and movements, 


Youth policy; 
Attitude toward women and their status in society: 
Problems of conversion to the market, 


Development of the areas of culture, health care, educa- 
tion and way of life and all that is related to the people's 
life support, 


Taking into consideration the specific nature and interests 
of Central Asian republics in the party's agrarian policy; 


Evaluation of the worsening catastrophe of the Aral, the 
situation in Karakalpakiya and in the Aral Zone and a 
number of other important matters 


In discussing these problems at the Central Committee 
Plenum, we did not criticize for the sake of criticizing. 
Nor should we have expected of the CPSU Congress 
universal prescriptions which would be identically appli- 
cable to all areas. 


At the first congress we reached the conclusion that, in 
the final account, the Communist Party itself 1s account- 
able to its own people and must independently define its 
positions on all essential problems 


Thai is precisely why at the Second Central Committee 
Plenum, based on the resolutions of the 22nd Congress 
on the right to hold yet another session, the plenum 
decided on a second stage, to discuss two items: the 
Action Program and the Uzbek Communist Party 
bylaws. It defined the main content of these documents 


The preparation commissions included social scientists 
and representatives of the creative intelligentsia, and the 
entire intellectual potential at the disposal of the Uzbek 
Communist Party. Many members of the republic's 
aktiv participated in the drafting of these documents 


Allow me now to discuss briefly the basic features of 
these documents 
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Let me begin first with the draft Uzbek Communist Party 
bylaws. Why is this a topic for discussion” 


What does it mean in practical terms” 


It means, above all, that at the present stage the Uzbek 
Communist Party can no longer remain simply a tern- 
torial organization of the CPSU. It was from the view- 
point of formulating and approving our own bylaws that, 
from the very beginning, we have considered the devel- 
opment of the general party concept of the autonomy of 
communist parties of Union republics. 


Furthermore, a new situation developed in connection 
with the law Gn Public Associations, which was passeo by 
the USSR Supreme Soviet. In accordance with this 
docu nent, bylaws are a necessary prerequisite for 
granting a political party the right to exist, these bylaws 
define the basic principles and standards of the party's 
internal life and activities in society. 


Let me immediately make something clear. There are no 
grounds whatsoever to consider the Uzbek Communist 
Party bylaws as some kind of counterbalance to the CPSU 
bylaws. The starting principle for us was the drafting of a 
document for practical action, based on the essentia: stipu- 
lations of the 28th CPSU Congress, and on the specific 
conditions and characteristics of the republic 


What are the main features of the Uzbek Communist 
Party bylaws we are submitting” 


First, as was already pointed out, it develops the concept 
of the autonomy of the republic's Communist Party 
These stipulations, formulated in the respective parts of 
the draft bylaws, became a natural supplement to the 
CPSU bylaws 


Second, our bylaws must take maximally into consideration 
the specifics of the republic and the specific conditions in 
which the Uzbek Communist Party operates. 


For that reason, the preamble to the bylaws reflects the 
positions consistent with the new understanding of the place 
of the republic within the Union Federation, and its polt- 
ical and economic sovereignty as means of ensuring social 
justice and providing surtable living conditions to all nation- 
alities and ethnic groups inhabiting Uzbekistan and their 
spiritual renovation. 


In this connection, the stipulation that the Uzbek Commu- 
nist Party 1s aspiring to defend the interests of the working 
people in the republic, regardless of their ethnic affiliation 
and religious beliefs, is of major political significance. Ii 1s 
prepared to interact with all progressive forces in society 
and maintain equal partnership with sociopolitical organ- 
zations which defend universal human values expressing the 
interests of the working people 
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One of the characteristic features of the Communist 
Party 1s also the fact that more than one-half of us 
Organizations are small, numbering under 15 (PSL 
members. This predetermined the need for a clearer 
presentation in the section dealing with the primary 
organizations of standards which regulate the procedure 
for the forming and principles governing the activities of 
the elected organs of the basic unit of the republic's 
Communist Party. 


Taking these features into consideration, the sectron on the 
funds and property of the Uzbek Communist Party proposes 
legal mechanisms which would enable us to make most 
efficsent use of the funds received from panty membership 
dues by centralizing within the city and rayon organizations 
the funds of primary party organizations 


Third, we are not satisfied with the lack of clarity and 
with the vagueness of a number of stipulations im the 
all-party bylaws. Therefore. for a number of items we 
have provided clearer and more specific formulations 


What does this apply to” 


The positions of the Communist Party in matters of the 
development of internal party democracy and the impor- 
tance of the principle of democratic centralism were 
clearly defined during the first stage of our congress 


The party members in the republic opposed the deletion of 
this principle from the party bylaws. They considered inad- 
mussible for its cleansing from bureaucratic distortions to 
result in a dilution of its basic standards. Correspondingly. 
the section on intraparty democracy in our draft bylaws was 
strengthened with stipulations on the content and nature of 
the contemporary understanding of the principle of demo- 
cratic centralism as 4 necessary prerequisite for the organ- 
zational and political strengthening of party ranks 


Taking into consideration the different viewpoints and 
specific nature of activities of the republic's party organiza- 
toons, the statutory norms related to party membership were 
concretized and expanded 


From the viewpoint of the mechanism of its umpiemen- 
tation, the right of gorkom and raykom party bureaus to 
express motivated disagreement with a resolution of the 
primary party organization concerning the granting of 
party membership and to send it back for revisvon, 1s of 
essential importance. These concepts do not harm the 
autonomy of the primary organizations which. im this 
Case as well, retain the right to a final answer to questions 
related to party membership 


The demand to retain the existing procedure for party 
membership of previous party members who had been 
expelled for violating the statutory norms or had volun- 
tarily dropped out 1s also aimed at the strengthening of 
party ranks. As a whole. the communists share the 
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viewpoint that the approach to reimstating the party 
membership of such people should be stricter and more 
principle-minded 


Upgrading the role and autonomy of the primary party 
organizations and legally codifying their mghts and prerog- 
atives as the foundations of the party are the basic pnnciples 
in the secon on the organizational stracture of the repub- 
lic’s Communist Party and the corresponding section in the 
new CPSU bylaws. At the same time, this section has been 
substantially expanded with a view to filling the gaps in the 
general party bylaws which define the rights of rayon and city 
party organizations as support units of the republic's Com- 
munist Party. For the first ume, the status of the Karakalpak 
Republic Party Organization has been formulated 


Substantial clarifications have been made in the statutory 
regulations on the activities of party members in the soviets 
and the elected organs of public organizations. They proceed 
from the specific practice of new relations with the soviets 
and stipulate the obligation of deputies who are party 
members to observe party discipline and be guided in their 
political activities by the resolutions of party congresses and 
conferences and plenums of respective party committees. 


Fourth. we deemed necessary to supplement our bylaws. 
compared to those of the CPSU, with some new views 
and sections which are not to be found in the general 
party document. Great attention was paid to the princi- 
ples of party comradeship. which ensure to every party 
member political support of his activities and the pro- 
tection of his honor and dignity. Thos 1s important today, 
when anticommunism and oppression of party members 
have become rampant in mary parts of the country 


We note with great satsfaction the major painstaking 
educational work done ty our veterans. However difficult 
and complex the events and tnals which our republic may 
have experienced. particularly in recent years, our cider 
brothers and sisters, with their great practical and party 
expenence, have always found the firm and reliable sup- 
port of the party organs and organizations. In expressing 
our gratitude to them and recognition, we firmly believe 
that a strong life stance and the wisdom developed in the 
course of the years in our elder comrades will not let us 
down in the future as well 


That 1s precisely why the statutory concepts on the 
procedure for releasing a party member for reasons of 
state of health or age from regular work and from paying 
party membership dues, have been expanded. It has been 
suggested. in such cases, to strengthen the obligation of 
the party organizations. to be im constant touch with 
such party members 


Additional statutory stipulations have been included, 
which regulate the procedure for the establishment of the 
control organs of the Uzbek Communist Party, and 
setting the principles governing their activities. In accor- 
dance with the stipulations of the CPSU bylaws, such 
organs will be known as control commissions 
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In our view, the bylaws must grant the party committees the 
mght to disband factional structures. Thus is a necessary 
refinement of the general party «iatutory regulation on the 
inadmussibility of factional ac.vitees within the party. 


Finally, a number of additional statutory regulations 
have been introduced in accordance with the adoption of 
the law on public assocsations. They deal with problems 
of the location of the central Communist Party organs, 
the procedure for terminating party activities, and the 
co-ownership of property, jointly with the CPSU, as 
being common party property 


Now, comrades, let me say a few words on the Action 
Program. What created the need to draft and adopt this 
document” 


First. We proceed from the real situation. Today we have 
no new CPSU program and the process of drafting it will 
be difficult and lengthy. We cannot wait until it has been 
completed. Time is urging us, it demands energetic 
action. This must always be born im mund, for the 
moment we fall behind the demands of life we find 
ourselves at the tail end of events 


The programmatic declaration of the 28th Party Congress 
“toward a humane democratic socialism” gives us no more 
than generalized assessments of the present condition of the 
society and determines only the basic trends of overall party 
policy. These general concepts must be “brought down to 
earth.” and apphed to actual matters. We must define 
problems which demand pnonity attention. 


Second. We must clearly realize that even an ideal CPSU 
program cannot take into consideration the entire 
vanety, the wide range of specific features and specific 
socioeconomic conditions of individual republics in 
which their communist parties function. 


Hence, third. We are now an independent Communist 
Party and are personally accountable to our people 
Under the conditions of a multiparty system, we simply 
have no righi to fail to adopt our own programmatic 
document as a foundation for attracting people over on 
our side and within our ranks. 


In other words, if the party members realize their leading 
role and assume responsibility as the ruling party for the 
solution of the pressing problems, every resident of the 
republic will have the night to expect of our program 
clear and convincing answers to problems affecting him. 


Fourth. We must define our programmatic objectives 
and tasks, relying above all on the comprehensive con- 
sideration of the republic's socioeconomic, historical 
and demographic features and proceeding from the need 
for a critical reinterpretation of the distance covered by 
the republic. In acknowledging that in terms of sociweco- 
nomic development we are behind other areas, we must 
define the reasons for this lag. 
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Fifth, We live in Central Asia where, by virtue of 
historical developments. a peculiar tangle of problems 
and contradictions has been creaicd and a deploy ment of 
sociopolitical forces different from other parts of the 
country has taken place. This problem cannot be 
ignored. We cannot allow confrontation on the grounds 
of political struggle and must find a way to consolidate 
society and secure civil peace and national consensus 


Today rehgion 1s beginning to play an increasingly 
noticeable role in the republic's socnopolitical tife. This 
circumstance must not be approached simplrstically 


The revision of our views Concerning religion and believers 
dictates the need for a search of points of contact and, in 
many matters, of cooperation between communists and 
supporters of all religious trends. This particularly apphes in 
matters of the moral improvement of society and philan- 
thropic work as well as of having peace and consensus among 
people. At the same tine, we firmly condemn any efforts at 
using the religious feelings of believers for antisocial and 
antigovernmental purposes 


Sixth. Our republic has a traditional way o! life. Large 
families in this republic are much more numerous than 
in Other parts of the country. This means that there isa 
high share of young people who have their own specific 
social problems. No once will understand and support us 
if the Action Program 1s not literally rmbued with 
concern for the family and for our future generations. A 
special topic in our program 1s the situation of women 
Our specific objective is to free women from hard work 
and to ensure a proper place im society and respect for 
them. This 1s not merely a declaration 


We set ourselves the task, as we acquire funds, im the 
future to see to it that mothers have a reduced workday 
and a shorter work week and have additional time to 
care for their children. In the countryside, all women 
must be granied a guaranteed day of rest 


1 am aware of the difficulty of solving this problem im 
agriculture. | am confident that not one man among 
those sitting in this hall would refuse to work more in the 
fields and livestock farms so that his mother, wife, sister 
or daughter would dedicate at icast | day a week to 
taking care of her own needs and to the education of the 
children and the creation of a comfortable home 


Equally important to us are youth problems. We mus! 
guaranice the social protection and cqual opportunities 
of all groups of young people in the areas of schooling 
work, professional growth and organization of daly life 


The study of the economic progress made im a large 
number of countries indicates that successful ecconomn 
changes have been, to a great extent, owed to the young 
intellectual nucicus of the nation which has been given 
first-rate education, including in the mayor world scien- 
ufic and training centers. | am convinced that this 
experience could be quite rnstructive mn our case as well 
That 1s why our positron 1s that without the effective and 
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faster development of the inicliectual potential of the 
republic and the organization of an efficient system for 
the training of young skilled cadres its truce blossoming 
would be assured. 


Problems of the creation for any person living in Uzbek:- 
stan of the necessary conditions for his harmonious 
development and moral and cultural growth play the 
most important and greatest role in the Action Program 
All of us in this hall are united in the belief that we must 
do cverything possible so that future generations may 
live better than we do. We must protect them from the 
adverse impact of the ecological tragedy in the arca of 
the Aral Sea. We must provide conditions for protecting 
the health and raising the future gencrations and 
ensuring their access to the peaks of human civilization 


Finally, all party members must firmly defend the prnncipies 
of our policy and the decisions made, armed at ensuring the 
vital needs of the people, of every individual No one should 
have any doubts on this subject 


Such are the main premises on the basis of which we are 
formulating our Action Program. The program also indi- 
cates the specific ways for their implementation and the 
main guidelines and answers to all the topical probiems of 
the present and the future 


The submission of the Action Program and Uzbek 
Communist Party bylaws for consideration by the con- 
gress were preceded by their comprehensive discussion 
by the republic's party organizations and in the press 
More than 2,000 suggestions on the draft bylaws and 
approximately as many on the Action Program were 
directed by the republic's party members to the Central 
Committee, the drafting commiss;ons and the local party 
committees and press organs 


All constructive suggestions, refinements and remarks 
which were received were studied by the drafting commis- 
sions and considered at the Central Committee Plenum. A 
great deal was incorporated in the sugges: ns drafted by the 
commissions and issued to the congress delegates. Now we 
must consult on a number of suggestions 


Allow me to mention a few of them 
Above all, those dealing with the Action Program 


In my view, the party members accurately draw our atien- 
tion to the fact that with the very first suggestions con- 
cerning the programmatic document we must clearly stipu- 
late that the main programmatic objective of the 
Communist Party is its concern for the individual, and that 
the republic's party members consider as the highest 
meaning of their activities providing the type of conditions 
in which each family and individual working person will live 
in a state of prosperity, peace and sufficrency 
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Also worthy of aliention are wishes to stipulate im the 
Action Program that the party members consider view tt 
as officially submitted to the Soviet authorities im 
defining priorities in the formulation of a socioeconomx 
and national-cultural policy on the siate level 


In accordance with the received remarks. the ( central 
Commiutice 1s submitting for your consideration a 
number of specifications on matters related to the prin- 
ciples governing the interaction between the party and 
the sovicts of people's deputies and public organizations 
and movements, to youth policy and to the status of 
women in socicty 


A number of views have been cxpressed, although mndi- 
rectly related to the Action Program. on the expediency 
of combining the position of first secretary of party 
committee and chairman of corresponding soviet of 


people's deputies 
What can be said on this subject” 


On the political level, the line of electing first secretaries 
wherever circumstances permit, as chairmen of local 
soviets has been, as a whole, justified. This created a 
mechanism which ensures at the transitional stage the 
transfer of the real power to the sovicts while retamine 
the political influence and control of the party organs 
over the development of the socioeconomic and sociw- 
political situation 


I believe that at cach stage of development new 
approaches make their appearance. No uniform pre- 
scriptions could ecxrst for such matters. It 1 even jess 
possible artificially to hasten such events. In cach spe- 
cific case the question will be resolved on the basis of the 
cxrsting political situation 


Now as to suggestions received concerning the bylaws 


The Central Committee Plenum agrees with suggestions on 
Strengthening the section on the primary par’) organizations 
In this connection, the Central Commitice suggests that thes 
section open with a clear statement to the effect that the 
primary organizations are the foundations of the Uzbek 
Communist Party We intend to introduce a number of other 
refinements, the main objective of which 1s to broaden the 
autonomy of the basic unit of the Communist Party im 
determining its own structure and regulating its mmternal life 
and activities 


As you know, the published draft offered two alternate 
Statutory norms regulating the financing of activities of 
the primary organizations. | belreve that we must agree 
with the party members who support the second onc 
which provides a clearer definition of the mechanim 
governing the forming of centralized funds by the rayon 
and city organizations for such purposes. In the opmmron 
of many party members, these funds will become a kind 
of mutual aid bank for the small organizations 


Many party members justifiably noted that some stipu- 
latvons om the section on the organizational structure of 
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the Communist Party duplcatc. to one extent or another, 
the stipulatsons in the sectson on mtraparty democracy 
For that reason, the corresponding deictions have been 
made in the bylaws. 


A large number of suggestions have been rejected by the 
Central Commutice. This apples above all to those armed at 
loose and unclear formulateons, as cxrsting in the 


CPSU bylaws. concerning some essentual postions. 


Nor could we agree with suggestions on adding add:- 
onal stepulatons and the mandatory requirement to 
accept the programmatic and iegal documents of the 
Uzbek Communrst Party mm regrstering party members 
coming from other parts of the country 


Section cight of the draft bylaws was quite controversial 
There were even charges leveled at the authors of the 
draft of displaying hquidathonrst moods. 


I beheve that total clarity must be established on such 
matters 


The porns rs that the law on publec associations presumes 
as mandatory requirements for Statutory documents 
stipulations on the mterruption of them activities. If we 
accept that the Communrnst Party acts within the frame- 
work of the Constitutvon and the Soviet laws, our legal 
documents should not conflict with such laws. I believe 
that the Uzbek Communrst Party should set the cx ampic 


mn this respect. 


Those are the matters which the Central Commiuttec hat 
msiructed me to report to you concerning these two drafts

I now deem ut my duty to report to you, respected 
delegates. on the problems which are being solved toda) 
m socrety and on which the Uzbek Communist Party 
Central Committee 1s working steadily 


To begin with, | shall not err by saying that the conclu- 
son of a Union treaty 1s one of the urgent tasks of society 
and 1s of exceptional ssgnificance 


Total clarity os needed on thes matter. Frequent claims 
are bcong publeshed on the central mass media to the 
effect that L sbekistan 1s ready as of now to sign a Union 
treaty under any conditions. 


I must pornt out that on thes case we hold a principie-minded 
position. A Umon tederatron must be established on a 
qualitatively new basis The new Umon treaty must be one 
in which cach republic, big or small, should be certain that 
its interests will not be harmed for being a member of that 
federatrwon Above all. i must be certam that cach republic 
will only benefit from thes Umon 
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Hence the following concluston: the last variant of the 
Union treaty suggested by the center requires substanual 
further work. it os not semply that « docs not include 
many of our suggestrons and re.narks. It 1s that « docs 
not take mto consideration the demand for parity and 
equality among all members of the future federation. We 
clearly see the wesh of the central organs to preserve the 
traditions of a unstanan state. Furthermore. there ss 
essentally no clear definition concerning who should be 
considered a subject of the federation 


We bebseve that acknowledging the sovereignty of repub- 
hes. equality of relations between the center and the 
subyects of the federation and specifically defining their 
rights and prerogatives will lay the necessary foundation 
for the solutvon of such problems 


We favor a Union treaty bet m the Leninest under- 
standing of the Unron of Sovereign Sovict Republics. Let 
us consider historical facts. According to the 1918 Con- 
stitution, Turkestan. which had an autonomous status. 
had greater mghts than today's | non Uzbekistan 


We must also emphasize thal such a treaty should be 
concluded as soon as possible The peoples of our country 
may have to pay a high price for any further foot-<dragging 
and the need for such a treaty may semply disappear 


The neat question which affects every citizen m the 
republic os the conversion to market relations We con- 
sidered these problems mm detail at the therd session of 
the Uzbek SSR Supreme Sovoect, last October. The pos- 
von of the Communrst Party « reflected m the resolu- 
ten whech was passed at that terme on “hase trends m 
the stabilization of the Uzbek national coonomy and 
principles for adopting a market cconomy.” Today. 
however, we must especially emphasize that to us the 
market 1s not a self-secking objective but a means of 
improving the well-being of the people and providing 
development possiblities

[Panyukov] Nikolay Nikolayevich, first of all, | would 
like to find out: What did this order bring that 1s new in 
the operation of the military commandant’s office of the 
capital, and to what degree are our subunits ready to 
implement it” 


[Smurnov] | very likely will disappoimt many with my 
answer, but I will say honestly: There 1s absolutely 
nothing new. If you want to convince yourself, then 
come to the briefing of the first patrol. The number of 
patrols, their equipment, and their arms will be the very 
same as before. And the most important thing: The 
military patrols are not being given any additional rights 
with respect to civilians 


[Panyukov] But what about the infantry weapons and 
armored personne! carners mentioned in the order’ 


[Smirnov] This does not affect Moscow. Muscovites will 
see neither infantry weapons nor, especially, armored 
personnel carriers in the streets. We do not need this. As 
for other regions, then, as can be seen from the order. 
everything will depend on the situation. But in some

[Smurnov] | emphasize: Military patrols have not been 
given any additional mghts with respect to civilians 
Militia workers and servicemen will not substitute for 
cach other in any way. The militia, as previously. ensures 
public order. and the military patrols—<discipline among 
servicemen. Of course, military patrols will not remain 
indifferent witnesses. if someone atiempts to break the 
law or especially to commut a crime. According to Artucle 
75 of the Regulations on Garrison and Guard Duty, for 
example, the chicf of a patrol 1s ordered: “To render 
necessary assistance to militia workers and members of 
people's public order squads in maimtaiming order 
among civilians im the strects and public places.” And 
regarding weapons. the same regulations state everything 
clearly: “A patrol detail, depending on the circumstances 
of 4 snsation, can be without or with weapons. Chiefs of 
patrols—onicers and warrant officers (petty officers»— 
mn all cases are armed with pistols with two charged 
magazines. The arms of the remamung personnel of a 
patrol are determined by the chief of the garrison.” It 1s 
stipulated separately in the regulations that in the 
Moscow and Leningrad garrisons the chiefs of patrols 
can perform duty without weapons 


Yu. Ovchinnikov, chief of the administration for ever- 
seeing the fulfillment of legislation concerning adminis- 
trative violations of the law of the USSR Procuracy: 


[Ovchinnikov] I think that the ukase of the president of 
the USSR that was published in the press mtroduced 
complete clarity into the discussion that 1s flaring up “on 
the legality or the illegality” of the order.

Kiselev opened the door, clearly disturbed. “Well, let us 
have tea.” Strunmn sand. Larin and | merely sighed 
However, the lack of the necessary attributes for a 
friendly meeting, not only im the premises of the 
Komsomo! Central Commutiee hostel but also im the 
nearby stores determined the harsh reality of the evening 
ahead of us. A talk becomes entirely different when 
drinking tea. Gradually, please forgive me, we began to 
discuss the Komsomol. By virtue of his position. every 
one of us had something to do with 


We quite quickly came to a paradox: what a large 
number of good boys (and giris') are members of the 
Komsomol, yet what a depressing and increasingly 
boring organization it 1s. At that pomt we made more tea 
and kept on talking 


It 1s thus that three yournalists and Alcksander Kiscicv. a 
Komsomol worker from Volzhskiy City, suddenly orig:- 
nated the “Leader” all-U mon action. Having gathering 
together some 20 or 30 Komsomo!l but nonctheiess 
informal leaders, we decided to discuss a painful topic 
This initiative fitted a newspaper campaign perfectly 


Specifically, this was an effort on the pant of Komsomol 
yournalrsts to make a few decisive changes to halt the rapidly 
declining authority of the Leninist Komsomol If our house 
needs repairs, let us repair it. Being realists, we knew that 
more than cosmetic repairs would be needed. We needed 
capital repairs’ Nonetheless, we were optimistic, We 
though! that what matiered most was desire and enthu- 
siasm. And onc, and two, and three. and the Komsomo!l will 
Start living a new life, consistent with the age and the 
demands of perestroyka and the wishes of the young 
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One 


How greatly we wished to be independent. and not to 
keep running for advice to the former apparat of the 
Komsomo!l Central Commutice on Staraya Square 


The first fiwe future “Surgutsans”—the characters m 
KOMSOMOLKA and SOBESEDNIK. dictated thew 
condisons. The main thing was not to turn to the 
Komscmol Central Commutice for help. We shall handic 
nm ourselves. That 1 precesciy why we would gather 
anywhere but on the capital. not too close to the C central 
Committee. Furthermore, we ourscives will seicct the 
people. not on the basis of schedules with which we were 
fed up. but according to platforms 


After a two-day debaic m the various offices, the five 
drafted the appeal which they entitled: “Sick of It” “The 
Komsomol ss on the throes of a wery grave crisis.” the boys 
wrote. precisely during a time when the Komsomol leader- 
ship was totally unwilling to admut this fact to ts elder 
comrades. However, the tone had been set, and out of the 
600 requests whach were recerved by SOBESEDNIK. they— 
Kiselev from Volzhskry, Laktionow from Moscow, Baykov 
from Surgut, Dudarenko from Nizhnyy Tagil. and Putrin 
from the Kvarkeno Settlement, Orenburg Oblast, selected 
WO hke-rainded people 


Bui let me remond you that thes was the autumn of | 988 
At that pownt neither the Democratic Platform m the 
CPSU nor the mnterregronal group (the most democratic 
elections for people's deputics had not as yet taken place) 
exrsted. Ligachev ran the CPSU Central Commutice 
secretariats, Yeltsin was stoll a moenister in disgrace and 
as yet not politically rehabilitated 


And then. all of a sudden, comes Surgut. The “tops” 
were unable, the “bottoms” were fed up, and those m 
between were beginning to stir up. The dca of rallyung 
good but different people was implemented brilliantly 
To such an extent that, after Strunim and |, in opening 
the meeting. turned on Tsoya's song and banged the 
gong. we were lef to enjoy the accomplishment for a 
couple of hours and then were neatly replaced. It was 
then that we realized that the show of the journalists was 
over, and something entirely different had staried 
Everything was absolutely logical and had its historical 
analogue: It was ISKRA [the spark] that started the fire 


These were strange young people. To this day, Olya 
Bembcl, the then head of the schools department of the 
Surgut Komsomo!l Gorkom. remembers the nicest 
Komsomo! giris in Surgut warting for guests from the Ob 
oil fields coming to the three youths coffee shops 


The evening cultural program was a failure. Views were 
being voiced on the rooms of the provincial hotels, which 
did not comcide with the official Komsomol “line” 
Opposition was growing 


There were mew. uncapected and daring terms and 
principles which intoxcated us, which were thrown at us 
for discussion, by kids from Moscow State University 
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democratx unity msicad of democratx centralnsm. the 
principle of a federal organizational structure. minority 
rights. nghi to a separate opimon.... Yura Raptanov. the 
rebel from the Higher Komsomol Schooi. before teas ing 
for Alapayevsk m the Urals. had already shouted: “Lei 
us have an cxtraordmary congress”

Why was « that the “Surgutians™ were berng welcomed 
with such great interest and aticntion and. as a whole. in 
such a fnendly way. m the offices of the Komsomol 
Central Committee? Why was « that on the eve of the 
Surgut mecting sself, as organizers were received, for a 
perronal handshake and a photo opportunity by Viktor 
Mironenko” SOBESEDNIK. which was pleased with the 
success of thes action, published at that time the photo- 
graph of the Komsomol Central Commiutice first secre- 
tary mn the “tradermerk™ T-short of the “Surgutians.” mm a 
circle of om ling members of the opposition The daring 
suggestions, nonetheless. were adopted by the quickly 
democratized Central Commutice. The new principles 
f wad thew ways into draft documents. And even Rap- 
t_nov's demand, backed by the signatures of all 
participants in the Surgut meeting. met with a positive 
response 


The Surgut meeting was followed by the mectings in 
Volzhskry and mm Novosibirsk... Documents galore had 
to be drafted. “This picked us up.” shared with us. 
lnterally a few days ago. a highly placed Komsomol 
worker: “Take the scissors, cut and glue. and you had 
the materials ready ~ 


What kind of opposition was this, the views of which were 
not only not feared but willingly accepted by the supporters 
of the official course? Why was it that the “Surgutians™ were 
being offered positions im the leadership of the youth union” 
Incidentally. after the Surgut meeting. the 
Komsomol Central Committee Bureau passed a resolution 
approving the very fact of the mecting. 


Sometimes i seems to me that had Surgut not caxrsted, 
sooner or later someone would have had to mvent it 
Everything was basically simple: An organization which 
leaves virtually everyone indifferent 1s doomed to siow 
self-catinction. However, the moment a iritle spark of 
opposition 1s seen withen i, ot reviwes: There is. a8 you 
can see, still life or, rather, have you not seen something 
moving’ Hooray’ 


And we stirred. No one had invented us, no one had 
organized us, and no one directed us. To the future 
histonans of the Komsomol movement. the “Surgut 
Alternative’ will be a most interesting phenomenon. It 
was the failed experiment in reviving a once influential 
organization. lt failed. Did the situation improve as a 
result of terms, princeples, and concepts which were 
adopted during fierce arguments by the “Surgutians.” by 
those for whose sake. essentially. these efforts were berng 
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made” Did the Komsomol become more imicresting to 
anyone’ Did the young mecrease ther fasth m the bright

Maks Sotnskos went back to socnce. buslding a synchro- 
phasotron. Vitalry Putrin became a merchant. Sasha Bei 
1S trying to found a ncw youth organization—the Rus 
wan Democrat Socialist Assocsatron. Viktor Gon- 
charov plunged into work as a deputy. and sw on. The 
reason was not that the tome had come for all of us to 
grow up. It 1s stell not a question of age We abandoned 
the tempting yet steric sdéca of redowng. of restructuring 
a powerful but obsolcte organization Alas. what 1s onc to 
do, when even om the defense industry not everything 
yicids to conversion. A few things had to be destroved 


Here 1s an cxampic from my own life: When | was a child 
we were not mch. and my clothes and overcoat were 
remade from those of my grandfather's My grandfa- 

coat would be turned mnude out and a uniform 
sacket would be cut out of « for me. showing the clean 
and new-seeming side of the fabric. On the surface 
looked quite mice but such a jacket could not last long. 
for the fabric was worn out 


UL nguestionably. although contributed a great deal to 
the contemporary Komsomol. the Surgut movement 
nonetheless died down. We were unable to redo the 
Komsomol. But even if we could have. the fabric would 
have still been worn out 


Throughout its entire hestory. the Komsomo! was an 
organization for the communrst upbringing of young 
people For many decades 1 cxpressed less the interests 
of the youth than restrained youth enthussasms and 
made the growing generation fit the models set by the 
elder comrades. As we came to realize, thes cannoli be 
changed. You are either a young Leninrst. busiding the 
communist future. or cise you need another organiza- 
tron. The reason for which the “Surgut” drama turned 
out sadly was that 1 was not entirely truthful Naturally. 
the aspiration carted of creating an organization of a 
different type but on the foundations of the old one Thrs 
neither took nor could have taken place 


The change of names did not help very much the former 
communist parties of Eastern Europe It did not stop the 
decline of their authority. Within the CPSU the demo- 
cratxc platform was not established and is remarning 
supporters have litthe influence on the situation within 
the party. This was quite clearly confirmed at the con- 
stituent congress of the Russian Communrst Party What 
can one say mm that case about the Komsomol” 


Naturally, 1 1s regrettable that the Surgut movement is 
coming to an end. These two and a quarter hours brought 
together active youngsters and helped them to grow 
stronger The sdeas of the “Surgutians” were adopted in 
the bylaws and the program of the Komsomol However 
it adopted only those which a communrst organization 
could allow to carst by vertue of its nature Nothing could

In brief, we know that we know absolutely mothung zbout 
owt home-bred drug addicts and that 1s drstressong because 
we can assert quite definitely. without any fear of cxagger- 
ation in the not so drstant future drugs will present 3 most 
serous threat to our society. Do you need proof’ Here « 
According to the screntists, the number of addacts encreases 
mm a gcometncal progression Each of them mmtroduces five 
to 18 vectors to drugs a year. The cham reactron of human

The 
ones that gct caught are usually extreme cases who are fit 
for a hosputal treatment and not for tral they are not 
criminals but victems of crome.
